EDITORIAL 



A resume of the activities of the Commission on be- 
half of Florida Shippers. 

SOUTHERN CLASS KATE ADJUSTMENT 

This was a general revision of the class.' rates from, 
to and between points in the Southeast, including 
Florida. The Florida Railroad Commission partici- 
pated in it from its inception. It was a cooperative 
hearing with the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
the Chairman of the Florida Railroad Commission 
sitting with the Interstate Commerce Commission 
during all the hearings', and participated in the con- 
ferences leading up to the decision. Rates under tins 
decision were published on interstate traffic effective 
January 15, 1928. This is the case in whieh the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission condemned the combina- 
tion basis of making class rates into and) out of Flor- 
ida, putting all points on a mileage basis, or practical- 
ly so, and in lieu of such combination prescribed an 
arbitrary on traffic to and from points in the penin- 
sula of Florida, south of the Jacksonville-River 
Junction line. This Commission very strongly op- 
posed the addition of any arbitrary on Florida traffic. 

Carriers subsequently proposed to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission that an arbitrary of 31% be 
imposed on Florida peninsula traffic. Testimony 
presented through the Florida Railroad Commission 
helped to prevent this increase. This decision was of 
immeasurable benefit to shippers in interior and 
southern Florida, and) saves shippers in those areas 
several hundreds of thousands of dollars annually, be- 
sides putting them in a relatively better position to 
meet competition. Florida intrastate rates made on 
this basis became effective February 1, 1929. 
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SHORT REFRIGERATOR CARS 

During the shipping seasons of 1921 and 1922, 
carriers began placing, for the loading of vegetables, 
refrigerator cars that were shorter than 32 feet be- 
tween bunkers. These cars would not safely hold the 
prescribed minimum carload, particularly of celery. 
Not only were the shippers being required to pay 
transportation charges on a greater number of pack- 
ages than could safely be loaded into the cars furn- 
ished, but the injustice was aggravated by the fact 
that the refrigeration charges are on a per car basis, 
and therefore such charges on the short cars were the 
same as on the longer carB. This Commission brought 
a formal case before the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, protesting against the use of these short cars. 
The decision of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
was in favor of the Florida shippers and upholding 
the contentions of the Florida Railroad Commission. 
The actual saving in dollars and cents would be hard 
to ascertain, but it is substantial. 

TOP ICING UNDER REFRIGERATION 

Occasionally in the past it has been the practice of 
shippers in Florida, particularly shippers of green 
corn and lettuce, to use top icing on those commodities 
wEfen forwarded in refrigerator cars under standard 
refrigeration. During the month of March, 1924 the 
Atlantic Coast Line and the Seaboard Air Line Rail- 
roads advised Florida shippers that they would have 
to cease the practice of top icing because of the dam- 
age to refrigerator cars resulting therefrom. This in 
spite of the fact that California shippers have had 
for years and now have this privilege accorded them 
by the Western Railroads. After considerable negotia- 
tion with the carriers and conference with the Inter- 
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state Commerce Commission, the Florida Railroad 
Commission brought the matter formally before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission under I. & S. Docket 
No. 2262. 

Pending a decision in this Docket the top icing 
privilege was retained to Florida shippers. On April, 
8th, 1926, the Interstate Commerce Commission ren- 
dered its decision, upholding the contentions of the 
Florida Commission, thus assuring the continuance of 
this service. This is of vital importance to the ship- 
pers of green corn, as that commodity cannot be suc- 
cessfully shipped without top icing. 

RATES ON PETROLEUM AND ITS PRODUCTS 

Effective June 15, 1923, Florida carriers arbitrarily 
cancelled the rates of the Florida Railroad Commis- 
sion on Petroleum and its Products as to intrastate 
traffic. They took the position that the movement of 
Petroleum and its Products was interstate in char- 
acter, not subject to the jurisdiction of the Florida 
Commission, and on that basis proceeded to increase 
all such rates between points in Florida. The Florida 
Commission brought mandamus proceedings before 
the State Supreme Court. After a considerable 
amount of litigation the Supreme Court rendered its 
decision, holding that the traffic in question was intra- 
state in character, which meant that the intrastate 
rates of the Florida Railroad Commission should be 
applied. This decision enabled municipalities and 
others, using petroleum and its products ; to recover 
overcharges in the sum of several hundred thousand 
dollars. The U. S. Supreme Court has since, in similar 
cases affirmed the principles laid down. by the Florida 
Supreme Court. . . 
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INTERSTATE RATES ON FRUITS AND 

VEGETABLES 

On March 30, 1925, the Florida Railroad Commis- 
sion, at the request of the Growers and Shippers 
League of Florida, brought a formal complaint before 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, attacking the 
freight rates on Citrus Fruits, Vegetables, Pineapples', 
Melons and Berries from Florida points to interstate 
destinations. This case was a hard fought one, both 
on the part of the carriers, the Growers and Shippers 
League and this Commission. The case was heard 
under I. C. C. Docket No. 16939. A number of hear- 
ings were held and the testimony and exhibits intro- 
duced were extremely numerous. On July 28, 1928, 
the Interstate Commerce Commission rendered its de- 
cision as to rates on Citrus only. 

The result of these findings was the establishment 
of an entirely new method of constructing rates on 
citrus fruits from Florida, the new rates being related 
to the class rates and on a per 100 pound basis. The 
new rates were published effective November 9, 19, 
1928. 

In a subsequent proceeding a high traffic official 
of one of the trunk lines serving Florida testified un- 
der oath that the reductions under Docket 16939 as 
to citrus alone amounted to over a million dollars per 
annum. 

By its decision dated July 28, 1931 the Interstate 
Commerce Commission fixed new rates on Vegetables 
from Florida to interstate destinations. In this de- 
cision the method of making rates on vegetables was 
changed from the old standard package basis to a per 
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100 pounds basis, and they too were related to the 
class rates, and in some measure related to the citrus; 
rates. 

In another subsequent proceeding the same traffic 
official testified under oath that the reductions on 
vegetables to Florida shippers amounted to $1,139,- 
000.00 per annum. 

Inasmuch as the Florida shipper of perishables hat. 
to bear the cost of getting his products to market, the 
value of these reductions will be at once apparent. 

EXPRESS REFRIGERATOR CAR SERVICE FOR 
FLORIDA STRAWBERRIES 

This is a matter that the Florida Railroad Commis- 
sion has been hammering on since 1916. Due to the 
inadequacy of interstate laws, and other causes, the 
process has been long and tedious. However, the mat- 
ter finally came to a head under Docket 18187 of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, upon complaint of 
this Commission. On February 4, 1929 the Interstate 
Commerce Commission found that the then existing 
freight service for the transportation of Strawberries 
was inadequate, and directed the carriers to providt 
express refrigerator carload service on strawoerrics 
from Florida to interstate destinations. The Commis- 
sion, in this proceeding did not prescribe the rates 
to be assessed, for either transportation or refrigera- 
tion. This new service became available to Florida 
shippers on December 1, 1929 and during the season 
of 1929-1930 the bulk of the strawberry crop of Flor- 
ida moved) by express refrigerator car service, at ra.tes 
little in excess of the rates by freight service, and at 
refrigeration rates somewhat higher than freight 
refrigeration. 
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As stated above the transportation and refrigera- 
tion rates were not fixed by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, but were fixed by the Express Com- 
panies. Florida shippers were not satisfied with 
these rates, and on October 20th, 1930, R. W. Burch & 
Company, of Plant City, and others, filed a complaint 
alleging' that the rates were unjust and unreasonable, 
and asked that reasonable rates, charges andi rules be 
fixed. The Florida Railroad Commission intervened 
in support of this complaint, attended the hearings 
and introduced testimony. 

The case was decided on December 30, 1932. It was 
found that the rates on fresh strawberries in carloads 
in express service to northern destinations were un- 
just and unreasonable. A reasonable basis of rates 
was prescribed for the future, and 1 reparation was 
awarded. 

The same finding was made with reference to rates 
on strawberries by freight. The Commission found, 
however, that the refrigeration rates by express were 
not shown to be unreasonable or otherwise unlawful. 

Typical of these rate changes we quote below some 
of the reductions, per 32 quart crate, to typical 
markets:

REFRIGERATION RATES ON FLORIDA 
PERISHABLES BY FREIGHT 

There is a long history behind this question of re- 
frigeration rates on fruits and vegetables from Flor- 
ida to interstate destinations. It has been one of the 
hardest fought and longest drawn out cases in the 
history of the Florida Railroad Commission. The in- 
vestigation before the Interstate Commission under 
Docket 17936 involved refrigeration rates on fruits 
and vegetables from the entire Southeast. The case 
soon became very largely a cost accounting proposi- 
tion, and from that standpoint Mr. Fred Petti John, 
Accountant for this Commission, carried the burden 
almost alone, and the Florida Commission was the 
only state Commission in the Southeast that actively 
participated in that phase of the case. The Interstate 
Commerce Commission handed down its decision on 
February 12, 1929. As a result of that decision the 
savings to Florida shippers of perishables moving via 
Potomac Yard alone was as follows: 

Citrus and Vegetables, per car - $10.63 

Berries, per car 18.33 

Melons and other fruits than citrus 6.95 

Based upon the average perishable shipments mov- 
ing through Potomac Yards, it is estimated the Flor- 
ida growers and shippers will benefit by about $300,- 
000.00 per annum. 

This decision only affected movements to>trunk'line 
and New England Territory.- There is a case now be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Commission' involving 
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these refrigeration rates on shipments from Florida 
to Western and mid- Western territory, (January 
1933), and the Florida Commission is participating in 
that ease in the interest of Florida perishable ship- 
pers. Should a similar decision be had therein, the 
total saving in the item of refrigeration by freight 
alone will approximate between $400 000.00 and 
$500,000.00 annually. 

BATES ON ROAD BUILDING MATERIAL 

For a long time there has been in effect within the 
state of Florida probably the lowest rates on road 
building materials to be found anywhere in the South- 
east. The measure of these rates has saved to the 
state of Florida millions 1 of dollars in the very exten- 
sive road building programme carried on for the 
past ten or twelve years. 

Under date of October 21st, 1929, Florida carriers 
petitioned this Commission for authority to revise its 
rates on road building materials, other than materials 
moving under the so-called "municipal scales," and to 
substitute therefor the rates authorized by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission under Docket 17517 for 
general application throughout the Southeast. 

Carriers took the position that the municipal scales, 
which move at least 80% of the traffic, having been 
made under special Legislative authority, (Chapter 
6635) , they were not subject to the jurisdiction of the 
Florida Railroad Commission, and could be cancelled 
at the pleasure of the carriers. 

On October 14, 1929, carriers served notice upon 
the Railroad Commissioners that it was their purpose 
and intent to cancel these rates without applying to 
the Commission for permission to do so. 
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The matter was taken before the Circuit Court of 
Duval County, where the contention of the Commis- 
sioners was upheld. The Commissioners then secured 
a permanent injunction against carriers increasing 
these rates without the permission of the Commis- 
sion. Carriers complied with this injunction by ap- 
plying to the Commission for authority to cancel 
these rates. It is estimated by parties in a posi- 
tion to know that the maintenance of these munici- 
pal rates saved the State Road Department alone $10,- 
000.00 per month in its transportation charges on 
roadway material. 

TRANSCONTINENTAL RATES 
This is another matter that represents a long drawn 
out contest between the Florida Railroad Commission 
and the carriers. 

Under an adjustment made by the Director Gen- 
eral of Railroads, about 1918, the rates on traffic to 
and from transcontinental territory were put on a 
blanket basis, the rates to Florida points being the 
same as to all states on the Atlantic seaboard as far 
north as Maine. Carriers have made three attempts 
to increase these rates to and from Florida points, 
while at the same time leaving in effect the blanket 
rates to and from other states in the East and South- 
east. The last attempt was made in supplements 
filed to become effective May 16 and June 2, 1930. 
The Florida Commission asked that the proposed in- 
creases be suspended, and the matter gone into by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. This was done, 
and the case was heard under Docket No. I. & S. 3456. 

The Interstate Commission rendered its decision 
on November 24, 1930, ordering the tariffs cancelled, 
stating that carriers might revise these rates by the 
addition of the L-2 arbitraries for that portion of the 
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haul lying south of the Jacksonville-River Junction 
line. That was in line with the suggestion of the 
Florida Commission in its brief in this case. 

This case is of particular interest to Tampa, Fla. 
During 1929 Tampa received from the Pacific Coast 
668 carloads, divided as follows: Apples, 127; Canta- 
loupes, 55; Celery, 39; Grapes, 83; Lettuce, 198; 
Onions, 56; Peaches, 6; Pears, 19; Plums and fresh 
Prunes, 3; Potatoes, 26; Tomatoes, 49, and Cabbage, 
7. In addition there is the westbound movement of 
Cigars from Tampa to the Pacific Northwest, the 
volume of whieh is considerable. 

The first class differential sought by the carriers on 
traffic from Trans-Continental points to Tampa was 
39c per 100 pounds. The cliff erential finally allowed 
was' 15c. 

In this proceeding the Commissioners were given 
valuable assistance by Mr. J. H. Donnell, Manager of 
the Tampa Traffic Association. 






RATES ON SEWER PIPE AND FARM 
DRAIN TILE 



This is a matter that is of vital importance to Flor- 
ida, and particularly South Florida. On August 6th, 
1930, the Interstate Commerce Commission, in a case 
known as the Lee Clay Products Company Case, in- 
volving rates on Sewer Pipe, C. L., from Clearfield, 
Ky., to points in the Southeast, including Florida, 
Docket No. 21638, held, in effect, that 17%% of the 
contemporaneous 1st class rates would be reasonable 
from Clearfield, Ky., to destinations named in the 
complaint, including Florida destinations. 

It so happens that 17 V 2 %. of first class will increase 
practically all of the rates to points in the Southeast, 
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except Florida. The basis would actually reduce rate 
into Florida peninsula. Carriers accepted this case 
as ruling, and proceeded to put into effect the 17*4% 
basis to all points in the Southeast, except Florida, 
peninsula points. (By Florida peninsula points is 
meant that territory lying south of the line of the 
Seaboard Air Line Railway from Jacksonville to 
River Junction, Florida.) 

When it came to Florida peninsula points, the car- 
riers devised a modified form of combination over 
Jacksonville, which had the effect of actually 
increasing the rates to peninsula points, instead of re- 
ducing them, as would have happened had they fol- 
lowed the decision of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, which they so readily adopted as to the rest 
of the Southeast. 

The Florida Railroad Commission, in company with 
other Florida interests asked that the proposed rates 
be suspended, which was done. Mr. J. H. Tench, Rate 
Expert of the Commission attended hearings in this 
case and presented testimony on behalf of Florida 
shippers. 

By its ^decision dated June 29, 1932, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission found that rates to the Flor- 
ida peninsula would be unreasonable "to the extent 
that they exceed or may exceed the corresponding 12th 
class rates, (17V&% of 1st. class) on sewer pipe and 
related articles and 16% of first class on Farm Drain 
Tile." 

The decision in this case is of far more importance 
than the reductions in rates on sewer pipe and farm 
drain tile would indicate. Jt approves definitely the 
theory held by the Florida Railroad Commission that 
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rates to and from Florida peninsula should be the 
same percentages of class rates as are applicable 
from the Southeast generally. 

THE LOG RATE CASE 

This was a proceeding filed by the Georgia Public 
Service Commission, attacking the Florida Log rates 
as being unjustly discriminatory against interstate 
commerce on logs between Georgia and Florida. The 
Florida Railroad Commission took the position that 
owing to the conditions under which this log rate 
operated in Florida there was no discrimination or 
undue prejudice against interstate log traffic be- 
tween Georgia and Florida and resisted the prayer of 
the petition filrjd by the Georgia Public Service Com- 
mission, Counsel for the Florida Commission ap- 
peared at the hearings held before Examiners Hillyer 
and Brown at Valdosta. Ga., and before Examiner 
ijrow.i at Jacksonville, Fla. 

A most comprehensive brief was filed in this case 
by Mr. Fred Davis, then Counsel for Florida Com- 
mission on April 2, 1927. The tentative report pro- 
posed by Hon. R. M, Brown, Examiner, was favorable 
to the contentions of the Florida Commission, which 
had appeared in defense of the Florida rates attack- 
ed in this case. 

Exceptions were filed to this report of the Examin- 
er by the Georgia Public Service Commission, and by 
the intervening carriers in behalf of the deferidant 
The Florida Railroad Commission filed a reply brief 
to exceptions on September 26, 1927. 

This case was submitted on oral argument, and 
was decided on August 2, 1928. The decision was 
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written by Division 4 of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and found that the interstate rates on 
logs from Florida points north of and including Jack- 
sonville, Gainesville, Burnett's Lake and High Springs, 
Fla., to destinationst in Georgia were unreasonable, 
and reasonable rates were prescribed. 

The Commission also found that the Florida intra- 
state rates on these logs were unduly preferential of 
shippers in intrastate commerce, unduly prejudicial 
to shippers in interstate commerce, and unjustly dis- 
criminatory against interstate commerce. Rates were 
prescribed which would remove such preference, 
prejudice and discrimination. 

The Florida Railroad Commission thereupon filed a 
petition with the Interstate Commerce Commission for 
a postponement of the effective date of such order. 
And such proceedings wer e had before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission as to cause a postponement 
of the effective date to February 8, 1929. 

The Florida Railroad Commission and certain of 
the lumber interests of the State, feeling themselves 
grieved at the report of the Federal Commission filed 
their bill of complaint in the District Court of the 
United States in and for the Northern District of 
Georgia in November, 1928, asking that the order of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission be set aside and 
the enforcement thereof enjoined. 

But on January 17, 1929, the said District Court of 
the United States rendered its opinion in which the 
order of the Interstate Commerce Commission in said 
Docket No. 18364 was construed and defined as 
limited in its territorial scope in so far as it prescrib- 
ed intrastate rates on logs to those rates which ap- 
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plied on logs from points on the Atlantic Coast line 
Railroad's lines in Florida north of and including 
Jacksonville, Gainesville, Burnett's Lake and High 
Springs in one direction north-bound for distances in 
excess of 170 miles. 

The Florida Railroad Commission thereupon issued 
its Order changing the intrastate rates on logs from 
and to certain points in the northern part of Florida 
pursuant to the decision of the Federal Court. 

The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company refused 
to put these rates into effect and the State of Flor- 
ida, acting by and through the Railroad Commis- 
sioners of the State of Florida, by their Special Coun- 
sel, joined by Fred H. Davis, Attorney General of the 
State of Florida, brought its bill of complaint against 
the defendant the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Com- 
pany in the Circuit Court in and for Duval County, 
Florida, and obtained an injunction and restraining 
order restraining the said Atlantic Coast Line Rail- 
road from charging higher rates on logs than those 
prescribed by the Railroad Commission of the State 
of Florida. 

The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company there- 
upon filed a petition before the Judge of the Circuit 
Court in and for Duval County asking that said cause 
be removed to the Federal Court. This petition, was 
denied by the Judge of the Circuit Court in and for 
Duval County. 

The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad then filed its 1 bill 
of complaint in the District Court of the United 
States for the Southern District of Florida against the 
members of the Railroad Commission of Florida ask- 
ing for an injunction 'and restraining order to re- 
strain the Railroad Commission from further proceed- 
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ings in the Duval County Circuit Court. Answer was 
filed by the Railroad Commission and the matter was 
argued before Judge Wm, B. Shepard at Miami, and 
on the 7th day of February said Judge entered an 
order denying this injunction and dismissing the bill 
of the Atlantic Coast Line Railroaid' Company. 

The Court also at the same time denied a petition of 
the Railroad to remove the proceedings from the said 
Court in Duval County to the Federal Court. 

While this matter was being argued in Miami be- 
fore the Federal Judge the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission of its own motion and without further hearing 
on the 7th day of February, 1929, amended its original 
order to read : "Within and throughout the entire state 
of Florida without exception." This was an attempt to 
make the order of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion state-wide, although the Three-Judge Statutory 
Court had already construed said order to mean from 
certain points in north Florida. 

The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad then entered an 
appeal from the order of the Judge in this proceed- 
ing to the Circuit Court of Appeals in New Orleans 
where, on the 21st day of February the matter was 
argued by Counsel. 

In the meantime the Florida Railroad Commission 
on the 21st day of February, 1929, filed its petition 
for leave to file a supplemental bill in the District 
Court of the United States in and for the northern Dis- 
trict of Georgia, Atlanta Division, for the purpose of 
asking that this amended order of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission be set aside as invalid; 

The bill was permitted to be filed. This case was 
argued before Circuit Judge Walker and" District 
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Judges Dawkins and Sibley at New Orleans on March 
7, 1929. The Atlantic Coast Line was allowed to in- 
tervene in support of the order. 

The Court found that the investigations made by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission in this matter 
> 'was made after a full hearing within the meaning of 
the statute and that the power of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in making the order was not 
abused. The order of the commission was therefore 
sustained. 

This case was taken to the Supreme Court of the 
United States on appeal. By unanimous decision of 
the Court in an opinion written by Mr. Chief Justice 
Hughes the Supreme Court reversed the decrees of 
the District Court andi set aside the order of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. 

On July 10, 1931, and before the mandate of the 
Court had come down, the Atlantic Coast Line Rail- 
road and the Georgia Public Service Commission filed 
Motions to withhold the mandate until the Interstate 
Commerce Commission could again consider the 
record in this case in the light of the opinion of the 
Court. 

On February 2, 1931, the Supreme Court of the 
United States denied these Motions and remanded the 
cause to the District Court for the Northern District 
of Georgia for further proceedings in conformity 
with the opinion of the Court. 

Thereupon, and on February 26, 1931, the State of 
Florida filed its Motion in the District Court of the 
United States for the Northern District of Georgia 
for decree in accordance with the mandate and for 
an order of restitution. 

The Florida Railroad Commission represents claim- 
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ants in this case with elaims amounting to $30,000.00, 
and is now seeking through this proceeding restitution 
to these shippers of the amounts represented by these 
claims. 

On July 31st, 1931, the District Court for the 
Northern District of Georgia referred this matter to 
Hon. Horace M. Holden, as Special Master to ascer- 
tain and report to the Court the sums due to the com- 
plainants or other persons represented by the Rail- 
road Commission of Florida. These claims are now 
before the Master for determination. 

In the foregoing pages we have briefly outlined 
some of the outstanding cases on which the Florida 
Railroad Commission has been actively engaged with- 
in the past few years. These cases represent but a 
part of the duties devolving upon the Commissioners. 

We have not touched at all upon the recently ac- 
quired regulation of Motor Vehicles, which has prac- 
tically doubled the work of the Commission. 

It is felt that no summary of our activities would 
be complete without an acknowledgement of the very 
efficient help and cooperation extended) to the Com- 
mission by Mr. J. Curtis Robinson, Vice president of 
the Growers and Shippers League of Florida; Mr. F.

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REPORT OF SPECIAL COUNSEL 

TO THE — ** 

RAILROAD COMMISSION OF FLORIDA 
FOR THE YEAR 1932 

Counsel for the Railroad Commission employed 
under the provision of Seetion 6733 of the Compiled 
General Laws of Florida, submits the following re- 
port for the year 1932. 

CASES BEFORE INTERSTATE COMMERCE 
COMMISSION 

* No. 1. Florida Railroad Commissioners vs. 
Aberdeen & Rockf ish Railroad Company, et at., 
I. C. C. Docket No. 16939. 

This was a proceeding brought by the Railroad 
Commissioners of Florida against all of the railroads 
in the United States! and Canada attacking the rates 
on citrus fruits, vegetables, melons, pineapples and 
strawberries from Florida to all destinations in the 
United; States and Canada, as well as the minima on 
citrus fruits and vegetables; this case is doubtless! 
the largest rate case ever launched in behalf of the 
Florida shippers and it required a year and a half of 
painstaking study and work by Senator Calkins, 
former counsel for the Commission, to prepare the 
evidence for this proceeding; the formal complaint 
was filed by Mr. Calkins on March 30, 1925, and the 
Case was heard before former Interstate Commerce 
Commission Examiner Hillyer; practically six entire 
weeks were consumed in taking the testimony; the 
hearing having been held at Orlando, Jacksonville, 
and Virginia Beach, Va. Over 2,500 pages of verbal 
testimony was taken and over 500 exhibits filed in 
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evidence by the parties. The Growers & Shippers 
League of Florida, through their counsel, C. R. Mar- 
shall, of Washington, D. C, intervened in the pro- 
ceedings, and inasmuch as the Florida Railroad Com- 
missioners and the Growers & Shippers League had 
identical interests in the outcome of the rate adjust- 
ments sought, the case has thus far been presented 
as if it were a joint complaint filed by the Florida 
Railroad Commissioners and the Growers' & Ship- 
pers League. A tentative report by Examiner Hill- 
yer has announced a proposal finding to the effect 
that the rates attacked are not unreasonable per se 
andi proposing a complete readjustment of all rates 
on perishables from Florida shipping points to all 
destinations; together with an increase in the mini- 
mum loading of such perishables in consideration of 
which it is proposed that the Florida shippers shall 
have the benefit of a reduction in their rates in pro- 
portion to the increased minimum load; the time 
for filing exceptions to this report has been extended 
to April 4th, 1927, and it is likely that both the Flor- 
ida Shippers and the Railroad who were parties to 
the proceedings will file exceptions which will not 
likely be disposed of until some time the latter part 
of the year 1927. 

This ease was finally submitted to the Commission 
on oral argument on June 21, 1927, and the decision 
was handed down by .the Commission on June 10, 
1928. 

The Commission found that the rates on citrus 
fruits in carloads from producing points in Florida to 
destinations throughout the United States were un- 
reasonable. Reasonable bases of rates' and increased 
carload minima were prescribed. 
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The result of this decision has been to materially 
reduce the rates on citrus fruits in carloads and has 
meant a saving to the growers and shippers of citrus 
fruits of many thousands of dollars. 

The result of these findings was the establishment 
of an entirely new method of constructing rates on 
citrus fruits. The new rates were made effective in 
November 1928, and were on a per hundred pounds 
basis. 

In a later report dated July 28, 1931, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission dealt with the commodities 
other than citrus and prescribed new rates on vege- 
tables from Florida to interstate destinations. These 
new rates were related to the Class rates and to the 
citrus rates and were changed from the old standard 
package basis to a per hundred pounds basis. 

Shippers of citrus fruits and vegetables from the 
State of Florida were saved in the aggregate of the 
citrus rates and vegetable rates the sum of $2,139,- 
000.00 annually. 

2. Georgia Public Service Commission vs. 
A. C. L. Railroad, et al., I. C. C. Docket No. 18364. 

This was a proceeding filed by the Georgia Public 
Service Commission attacking the Florida log rates 
as being unjustly discriminatory against Interstate 
Commerce in logs between Georgia and Florida. The 
Florida Railroad Commission took the position that 
owing to the conditions under which this log rate 
operated in Florida that there was no discrimination 
or undue prejudice created against Interstate Log 
Traffic between Georgia and Florida and resisted 
the prayer of the petition filed by the Georgia Pub- 
lic Service Commission. Counsel for the Commission 
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appeared at the hearings held before Examiners 
Hillyer and Brown at Valdosta, Ga., and before 
Examiner Brown at Jacksonville, Fla. The taking of 
testimony has been completed and the time for filing 
briefs in the matter expires April 1st, 1927. 

A most comprehensive brief was field in this case 
by Mr. Davis on April 2, 1927. The tentative report 
proposed by Hon. R. M. Brown, Examiner, was fav- 
orable to the contention of the Florida Railroad Com- 
mission, which had appeared in defense of the Florida 
rates attacked in this case. 

Exceptions were filed to this report of the Examin- 
er by the Georgia Public Service Commission and by 
the intervening earners in behalf of the defendant. 
The Florida Railroad Commission filed a reply brief 
to exceptions on September 26, 1927. 

This case was submitted on oral argument on De- 
cember 16, 1927, and was decided on August 2, 1928. 

The decision was written by Division 4 of the Com- 
mission and found that the interstate rates on logs, 
except walnut, cherry and cedar in carloads from 
Florida points north of and including Jacksonville, 
Gainesville, Burnett's Lake and High Springs, Florida, 
to destinations in Georgia were unreasonable, and 
reasonable rates were prescribed. 

The Commission also found that the Florida inter- 
state rates on these logs were unduly preferential of 
shippers in intrastate commerce, unduly prejudicial 
to shippers in interstate commerce, and unjustly dis- 
criminatory against interstate commerce. Rates 
were prescribed which would remove such preference, 
prejudice and discrimination. 
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The Florida Railroad Commission thereupon on 
August 21, 1928, filed a petition with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for a postponement of the 
effective date of such order. And such proceedings 
were had: before the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion as to cause a postponement of the effective date 
of such order to February 8, 1929. 

The Florida Railroad Commission and certain of 
the lumber interests of the State feeling themselves 
grieved at the report of the Commission filed their 
bill of complaint in the District Court of the United 
States in and for the Northern District of Georgia 
in November, 1928, asking that the order of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission be set aside and the en- 
forcement thereof enjoined. 

But on January 17, 1929, the said District Court of 
the United States rendered its opinion in which the 
order of the Interstate Commerce Commission in 
said Docket No. 18364 was construed and defined as 
limited in its territorial scope in so far as it pre- 
scribed intrastate rates on logs to those rates which 
applied on logs from points on the Atlantic Coast 
Line Railroad's lines in Florida north of and includ- 
ing Jacksonville, Gainesville, Burnett's Lake and 
High Springs in one direction north-bound for dis- 
tances in excess of 170 miles. 

The Florida Railroad Commission thereupon issued 
its order changing the intrastate rates on logs 1 from 
and to certain points in the northern part of Florida 
pursuant to the decision of the Federal Court. 

The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company refused 
to put these rates into effect and the State of Florida, 
acting by and through the Railroad Commissioners of 
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the State of Florida by their Special Counsel joined 
by Fred H. Davis, Attorney General of the State of 
Florida, brought its bill of complaint against the de- 
fendant the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company 
in the Circuit Court in and for Duval County, Florida, 
and obtained an injunction and restraining order 
restraining the said Atlantic Coast Line Railroad 
from charging higher rates on logs than those pre- 
scribed by the Railroad Commission of the State of 
Florida. 

The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company there- 
upon filed a petition before the Judge of the Circuit 
Court in and for Duval County asking that said cause 
be removed to the Federal Court. This petition was 
denied by the Judge of the Circuit Court in and: for 
Duval County. 

The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company then 
filed its bill of complaint in the District Court of 
the United States for the Southern District of Flor- 
ida against the members of the Railroad Commission 
of Florida asking for an injunction and restraining 
order to restrain the Railroad Commission from fur- 
ther proceedings in th e Duval County Circuit Court. 
Answer was filed by the Railroad Commission and 
the matter was argued before Judge Wm. B. Shep- 
pard at Miami, and on the 7th day of February said 
Judge entered an order denying this injunction and 
dismissing the bill of the Atlantic Coast Line Rail- 
road Company. 

The Court also at the same time denied a petition 
of the railroad to remove the proceedings from the 
said Court in Duval County to the Federal Court. 

While this matter was being argued in Miami be- 
fore the Federal Judge, the Interstate Commerce 
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Commission of its own motion and without further 
hearing on the 7th day of February, A. D. 1929, 
amended its original order to read: "Within and 
throughout the entire State of Florida without excep- 
tion," This was an attempt to make the order of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission state-wide, although 
the Three-Judge Statutory Federal Court had al- 
ready construed said order to mean from certain 
points in north Florida. 

The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company then 
entered an appeal from the order of the Judge in this 
proceeding to the Circuit Court of Appeals in New 
Orleans where, on the 21st day of February, the 
matter was argued by counsel. No decision has been 
rendered by the Circuit Court of Appeals. 

In the meantime the Florida Railroad Commission, 
on the 21st day of February, 1929, filed its petition 
for leave to file a supplemental bill in the District 
Court of the United States in and for the Northern 
District of Georgia, Atlanta Division, for the purpose 
of asking that this amended order of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission be set aside as invalid. 

An order was entered by the Judge of the District 
Court for the # Northern District of Georgia permitting 
said supplemental bill to be filed. This matter will 
be heard before a Three-Judge Court in New Orleans 
on March 7, 1929. 

This ease was argued before Circuit Judge Walker 
and District Judges Dawkins and Sibley at New Or- 
leans on March 7th, 1929. The Atlantic Coast Line 
Railroad Company Was allowed to intervene in sup- 
port of the order. 
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The Three-Judge Court found that the investiga- 
tion made by the Interstate Commerce Commission 
in this matter was made after a full hearing within 
the meaning of the statute and the power of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission in making the order 
was not abused. The order of the Commission was 
therefore sustained. 

The opinion of the Court in the first hearing is to 
be found in 30 F. (2d) 116, and in the opinion of 
the Court in the re-hearing is to be found in 31 F. 
(2d) 580. 

This case was taken to the Supreme Court of the 
United States on appeal. Briefs were filed and the 
case was argued before the United States Supreme 
Court on October 30th and 31st, 1930. 

By unanimous decision of the Court in an opinion 
written by Mr. Chief Justice Hughes the Supreme 
Court reversed the decrees of the District Court and 
set aside the order of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. 

- In its recognition of the authority of State Coin- 
missions to determine the reasonableness of the in- 
trastate rates this case is most important. This case 
will no doubt be hereafter quoted as '"The Florida 
Case," and will take its place with the other great 
decisions of this Court such as the "Wisconsin Case," 
the "Minnesota Rate Case," and the "Shreveport 
Case." 

As an indication of its importance in settling the 
status of the State Commissions it is only necessary to 
quote briefly a few of the headnotes of this decision : 
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"6. STATES. 

Justification for exercise of federal power 
within what would otherwise be domain of state 
power must clearly appear. 

"7. COMMERCE. 

Interstate Commerce Commission has no gen- 
eral authority to regulate intrastate rates. 

"8. COMMERCE. 

Mere existence of disparity between particular 
rates on intrastate and interstate traffic does 
not warrant Interstate Commerce Commission in 
prescribing intrastate rates. 

"9. COMMERCE. 

Appropriate findings upon evidence are neces- 
sary to support order of Interstate Commerce 
Commission prescribing state-wide level of in- 
trastate rates to avoid undue burden on inter- 
state carrier. 

"11. COMMERCE. 

Mere finding that existing intrastate rates on 
particular traffic were not remunerative or rea- 
sonably compensatory was insufficient to justify 
Interstate Commerce Commission in alteration 
of intrastate rates. 

"12. COMMERCE. 

State authorities, rather than Interstate Com- 
merce Commissions, have authority to deter- 
mine reasonableness per se of intrastate rates." 

This case is cited as Florida vs. United States and 
is reported in 282 U. S. 193 ; 75 L. Ed. 291. 

On July 10th, 1931, and before the mandate of 
the Court had come down, the Atlantic Coast Line 
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Railroad Company and the Georgia Public Service 
Commission filed Motions to withhold the mandate 
until the Interstate Commerce Commission could 
again consider the record in this case in the light of 
the opinion of the Court. 

On February 2, 1931, the Supreme Court of the 
United States denied these Motions and remanded 
the cause to the District Court of the United States 
for the Northern District of Georgia for further pro- 
ceedings in conformity with the opinion of the Court. 

Thereupon, and on February 26th, 1931, the State 
of Florida filed its Motion in the District Court of 
the United States for the Northern District of Geor- 
gia for decree in accordance with the mandate and 
for an Order of Restitution. 

The Florida Railroad Commission represents claim- 
ants in this case with claims amounting to $30,000.00, 
and is now seeking through this proceedings resti- 
tution to the shippers of the amounts represented by 
these claims. 

On July 31st, 1931, the District Court for the 
Northern District of Georgia referred this matter 
to Hon. Horace M. Holden, William Oliver Building, 
Atlanta, Georgia, as Special Master to ascertain and 
report to the Court the sums diue to the complain- 
ants or other persons represented by the Florida 
Railroad Commission. These claims are now before 
the Master for determination. 

In the meantime, upon Motion of the Georgia Pub- 
lic Service Commission and the Atlantic Coast Line 
Railroad Company, the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission reopened its report in this case, Docket No. 
18364, and the reopened proceedings were set down

for hearing in Jacksonville, Florida, before Examiner 
E. J. Hoy. The hearing was held in Jacksonville on 
June 10th, 11th and 12th, 1931. 

The hearing was thereupon adjourned to July 
20th, 1931, at Washington, D. C. At which time the 
hearing was resumed at Washington in the Hearing 
Room of the Interstate Commerce Commission and 
was concluded on July 21st, 1931. 

On December 14th, 1931, the Examiner filed a 
proposed Report in this case, and on further hear- 
ing affirmed the finding of the Commission in the 
former case (146 I. C. C. 717), and also found that 
the rates on logs in carloads applying on shipments 
between points on the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad 
Company in Florida not shown to be unduly preju- 
dicial to shippers and localities in Georgia but found 
unjustly discriminatory against interstate commerce, 
and further proposed a non discriminatory basis of 
rates to be prescribed for this traffic. 

Exceptions were filed to this report by the Florida 
Railroad Commission. 

On July 5th, 1932, the Commission issued its re- 
port and order in this case in which it affirmed its 
findings in the original report, 146 I. C. C. 717, that 
rates on logs from six (6) feet in length, except wal- 
nut, cherry and cedar, in carloads from points in 
northern Florida to destinations in Georgia for dis- 
tances of 170 miles and less were unreasonable. The 
present rates were found reasonable. It also found 
that rates on these logs were unju&tly discriminatory 
against interstate commerce andi prescribed a non dis- 
criminatory basis of rates. 
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On July 28, 1932, the order in this case was amend- 
ed providing that rates should become effective on or 
before September 15, 1932. 

Petition for rehearing and reconsideration was 
filed by the State of Florida and the Florida Rail- 
road Commission on August 24, 1932, and denied on 
the next day, August 25, 1932. 

On September 9, 1932, Bill of Complaint was filed 
in the District Court *of the United States for the 
Northern District of Georgia, Atlanta Division, for 
the purpose of annulling, vacating and: setting aside 
said report and order of July 5th, 1932, as amended, 
of said Interstate Commerce Commission and to en- 
join the enforcement thereof. 

On September 14th, A. D. 1932, the case was argued 
before Hon. Samuel H. Sibley, Circuit Judge, Hon. 
E. Marvin Underwood, District Judge, and Hon, Louie 
W. Strum, District Judge, and on said date said Court 
by its order temporarily stayed and suspended the 
order of the Interstate Commerce Commission dated 
July 5th, 1932, until sixty days from the date of said 
order, or until the further order of the Court. 

On October 12, 1932, a Motion was filed with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to set aside the said 
order of said Commission and for further hearing in 
and reconsideration of these proceedings on the 
ground that various rail carriers in the south and 1 
southwest had filed with said Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and the said Commission had permitted, 
certain newly reduced rates on logs to become effec- 
tive. 

That at the same time a supplemental Bill of Com- 
plaint was filed in the Federal Court, Atlanta Divi- 
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sion, setting up said newly reduced rates, and setting 
up further the fact that petition had been filed be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Commission asking for 
a rehearing in this cause. 

On October 21, 1932, the Interstate Commerce 
Commission entered its order reopening the proceed- 
ings in this cause and assigned said proceeding for 
further hearing for the purpose of receiving evidence 
respecting any change in the rates on logs since the 
close of the previous hearing. 

On November 21st and 22nd, 1932, said further 
hearing before the Interstate Commerce Commission 
was held in Jacksonville, Florida, and at said hearing 
the tariffs carrying these newly reduced rates were 
filed in evidence before the examiner conducting said 
hearing and oral argument was had before said ex- 
aminer. Said matter was taken under advisement by 
the said examiner and no report has as yet been pro- 
posed. 

3. Finance Docket No. 8272. Application of 
A. C. L. Railroad Company Under Paragraph 
IS of Section 1, of the Interstate Commerce 
Act with Reference to Construction of Line 
from Yuste to Monticello, Fla. 

This application was filed before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission on May 21st, 1930. It pur- 
ports to be an application for authority from the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission to construct that por- 
tion of its line which it deliberately and unlawfully 
tore up and attempted to abandon in August, 1927, 
but while it seems to ask for authority to reconstruct 
this line it is actually an attempt to get an expression 
from the Commission that the reconstruction and re- 
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storation of said portion of its line of railroad is not 
necessary and not required by public convenience and 
necessity. 

The Florida Railroad Commission immediately tiled 
a Motion to Dismiss the Application on the ground 
that the Interstate Commerce Commission had no 
jurisdiction to entertain it because the Supreme Court 
of Florida had already assumed jurisdiction of this 
matter and on July 2, 1930, did issue its Peremptory 
Writ of Mandamus requiring the restoration of this 
particular piece of track. 

This Motion to Dismiss was argued before the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission on July 12, 1930. 

The Comm'ssion on October 11, 1930, made its re- 
port dismissing the application. 

The applicant, the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad 
Company, thereupon on December 10, 1930, filed a 
petition with the Interstate Commerce Commission 
asking for a reargument of the question involved in 
this case. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission granted this 
petition on January 19, 1931. 

Reargument was had before the full Commission 
on March 11, 1931, and the Interstate Commerce 
Commission on May 11, 1931 vacated the Order of 
October 11, 1930, dismissing this application and 
assigning this proceeding for hearing at Montieello, 
Florida, on June 22, 1931. 

At the hearing in Montieello, Counsel for the Flor- 
ida Railroad Commission filed a Motion to Dismiss 
the application on various grounds attacking the 
jurisdiction of the Interstate Commerce Commission.

On December 7, 1931, the Interstate Commerce 
Commission handed down its report in this proceed- 
ing in which it denied the Certificate asked for by 
the applicant. Among other things the Commission 
said: 

" * * The jurisdiction conferred upon us by 
Section 1 (18) of the Act is to determine ques- 
tions of public convenience and necessity. Such 
a determination is all that the present applica- 
tion purports to ask. It would therefore seem 
that we properly may proceed with this deter- 
mination without in any wise impinging upon the 
action of the Court in another proceeding, upon 
a different question, and under a different provi- 
sion of the statute : with respect to which we 
have refused to make any expression. 

Upon further consideration of the record, as 
supplemented by the evidence adduced at the 
hearing, we find that the present and future 
public convenience and necessity are not shown 
to require the construction by the Atlantic Coast 
Line Railroad Company of the proposed line of 
railroad in Jefferson County, Florida, described 
in the application. Since we have held in our 
previous report herein that construction in com- 
pliance with the mandate of the Court would not 
require the issuance of a Certificate of Public 
Convenience and Necessity under Section 1 (18), 
and since such certificate could be issued only 
upon a showing of convenience and necessity 
undter that provision, it follows that the applica- 
tion must be denied. 

"An Order to that effect will be entered."

4. Finance Docket No. 8882. Application of 
Seaboard Air Line Railway Company and its 
receivers under Paragraph (18) of Section 1, of 
Interstate Commerce Act for a Certificate of 
Public Convenience and necessity authorizing 
abandonment of its so-called Archer-Cedar Key 
Branch. 

This application was filed before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission on June 25, 1931. It is an 
application to abandon approximately 41.5 miles of 
railroad known as the Archer-Cedar Key Branch in 
Alachua and Levy Counties, Florida. 

This ease was first assigned for hearing at Talla- 
hassee, Florida, on October 1, 1931, before Examiner 
T. F. Sullivan. Upon request of the Florida Rail- 
. road Commission the hearing at Tallahassee for Octo- 
ber 1st, was cancelled and the hearing was reas- 
signed for Gainesville, Florida, on the same date. 

At the hearing in Gainesville the Florida Railroad 
Commission intervened and took part in the proceed- 
ings. 

Upon application of the Seaboard Air Line Rail- 
way Company this proceeding was on December 17, 

1931, assigned for further hearing on January 18, 

1932, at Gainesville, Florida. 

After further hearing at Gainesville, Florida, at 
which time evidence was introduced by the applicant 
and the protestants, Examiner Sullivan filed his pro- 
posed report recommending a Certificate of Public 
Convenience and Necessity permitting the abandon- 
ment by the Seaboard Air Line Railway of the Cedar 
Key Branch in Alachua and Levy Counties Florida on 
condition that the Seaboard Air Line Railway Com- 
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pany would transfer the trestle with the rails at- 
tached to the people of Cedar Key for the purpose of 
transporting fish to the railway station. 

On March 11, 1932, exceptions were filed to this 
proposed report and oral argument was had before 
Division 4, of the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

On June 7th, 1932, the Commission filed its report 
and issuedi its Certificate permitting the Seaboard 
Air Line Railway Company, and its receivers, to 
abandon its line of railway from Archer to Cedar Key. 

5. R. W. Burch, Inc., et al., vs. American Ex- 
press Agency, Inc., et al., I. C. C. Docket No. 
23972. 

By complaint filed October 20, 1930, in the above 
cause it is alleged that the rates charged for the 
transportation of strawberries in carloads by railway 
expresa service from points in Florida to various des- 
tinations in the United States were, and are, un- 
reasonable in violation of Section 1, of the Interstate 
Commerce Act. It is also alleged that the refrigera- 
tion charges on said movement were and are excessive 
and unreasonable in violation of Section 1, of said Act, 

Practically the entire structure of express rates, 
rules and regulations carried! in Railway Express 
Tariff, I. C. C. 227, were put in issue before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission in this proceeding. 

The Railroad Commission of Florida intervened in 
this cause in support of the complaint and took an 
active part in the prosecution of this case. 

The strawberry industry is a most important one 
for Florida. In the year 1926, 2980 acres of Florida 
land was devoted to the production of strawberries. 
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This acreage increased in 1927 and 1928 to approxi- 
mately 3675 acres, and in 1929 to 6540 acres and in 
1930 to 8100 acres. 



The production increased from 5,513,000 quarts in 
1926, to 14,175,000 quarts in 1930, and the carload 
shipments increased from 341 in 1926 to 1616 in 
1929 and 1721 in 1930. In the latter year deliveries 
were made to markets extending from Boston to 
Kansas City, Mo. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission handed down 
its report in this case on December 30, 1932, and 
found : 

(a) Rates on fresh strawberries in carloads in 
express service from points in Florida to north- 
ern destinations to be unjust and; unreasonable. 
Reasonable basis of rates prescribed for the 

future. 



(b) Present refrigeration charges on fresh 
strawberries in express 1 service from points in 
Florida to northern markets not shown to be un- 
reasonable or otherwise unlawful.

(c) Rates on fresh strawberries in carloads in 
r freight service from points in Florida to northern 

markets found to be unjust and unreasonable. 

Reasonable rates prescribed for the future. 

As a result of this decision rates both in express 
service and in freight service were reduced, and we 
show below some of the reductions per 32 quart 
crates to typical markets :

6. Growers and Shippers League of Florida 
vs. Aberdeen & Rock fish Railroad Company, 
et al., I. C. C. Docket No. 25071. 

This was a complaint brought by the Growers 
& Shippers League of Florida against all railroads 
of the United States attacking the rates, charges and 
carload minima, and the rules, regulations and prac- 
tices applicable in connection with the receipt, hand- 
ling, transportation and delivery of fresh vegetables 
including cabbage and potatoes from Florida.

This complaint was filed on February 20, 1932, and 
was consolidated with — 

"I. & S. Docket No. 3705, Fresh Vegetables 
to, from and between the south." 

and was assigned for hearing at Atlanta, Georgia, on 
March 25th, 1932. 

The Florida Railroad Commission intervened in 
this proceeding and has taken a most active part 

in it. 

After the hearing in Atlanta this cause was set 
down for further hearing at Daytona Beach, Florida. 
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Chief Examiner Archer heard the ease. Hearings 
were held at Daytona Beach on September 21st to 
28th, 1932, inclusive, and then was adjourned to 
November 29th, 1932, at the hearing room of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, Washington, D. C, 
at which time hearings were had from November 29th, 
through December 9th, 1932. 

Testimony was taken of all carrier and shipper 
witnesses produced at these hearings and a record of 
3746 pages was made and 786 exhibits were filed in 
evidence by the various parties!. 

Testimony was presented on behalf of the Rail- 
road Commission of Florida by its Ratp Expeit and 
Accountant. 

The testimony of the accountant tended to show, 
and we believe conclusively showed, that the imposi- 
tion of the class rate arbitraries specially assigned to 
Florida lines for that portion of through hauls to and 
from points south of the Jacksonville-River Junction 
line of the Seaboard Air Line Railway are unreason- 
able and unwarranted when applied as surcharges 
above the basic distance scale in the making of rates 
on vegetables from peninsular Florida, and. result in 
unreasonable through rates on vegetables from that 
territory destined to markets in Central and Eastern 
trunk line territory. 

Prior to the Southern Class Rate Investigation rates 
to and from Florida peninsular were made on the 
Jacksonville combination. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission found that the method of making rates 
on Jacksonville combination was merely an arbitrary 
device for enhancing revenue and in the Southern 
Class\Rate investigation prescribed a mileage scale 
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of rates, and finally in a Supplemental Report in 
Southern Class Rate Investigation found at 128 I. C. 
C. 567, imposed arbitraries on the basis of about 15% 
of the scale rates which are now known as "Appen- 
dix L-2 Scale of Arbitraries." 

The accountant for the Florida Railroad Commis- 
sion testified that the circumstances and conditions 
which the Commission in Southern Class Rate In- 
vestigation found to warrant a somewhat higher 
level of rates on traffic moving to and from penin- 
sular Florida, were less traffic density per mile of 
road and less tonnage per train mile obtaining in 
peninsular Florida than in other southern territory, 
and in his testimony proved conclusively that the 
weighted average traffic density and the weighted 
average train lading from points of origin in Florida 
to eastern territory destinations is greater than that 
obtaining on the system as a whole, or on the system 
exclusive of the operations in the State of Florida, 
and advanced the opinion that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission would never have prescribed 
arbitraries for that portion of the haul in Florida 
south of the Jacksonville-River Junction branch of the 
Seaboard Air Line Railway if it had had such testi- 
mony in Docket No. 13494, Southern Class Rate In- 
vestigation. 

If the Florida Railroad Commission is successful in 
having these arbitraries eliminated it will mean a 
saving to the shippers of Florida of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars.

THIRTY SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT 



Carriers by railroad and by water throughout the 
country subject to the jurisdiction of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission filed with that Commission an 
application on June 17, 1931, asserting that an emer- 
gency existed and seeking authority to make a gen- 
eral increase of 15% in freight on all-rail and rail- 
water interstate and international freight rates and 
charges. 

Hearings in this ease began on July 15th and ex- 
tended into early September, and were held at various 
points throughout the United States. The record in 
this case consisted of 11,719 pages of testimony, 1048 
exhibits were filed in the case and 656 witnesses tes- 
tified. 

The Florida Railroad Commission through its 
Counsel, Accountant and Rate Expert appeared in the 
case and gave testimony at the Atlanta, Georgia, 
hearing. 

The fact was especially emphasized that it had 
been the decline in net passenger earnings rather than 
in net freight earnings which has been the predomi- 
nant factor in bringing the railroads to their present 
position. 

In its decision the Commission called attention to 
this problem presented by the passenger service by 
stating that it was one of the foremost among the 
problems to be solved, and further stated — 



"Broadly speaking this service for the country 
as a whole fails by something like $450,000,000.00 
annually to contributing its proportionate share 
toward taxes and return on railroad property. 
The close similarity of these figures and the 
amount of money which the carriers estimate 
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they wouldi realize from the 15% increase, if no 

loss' of traffic resulted, is striking." 

The Commission on October 16, 1931 denied the 
application of the carriers for this increase of 15% 
but did allow increases varying from 6c per ton to 2c 
per hundred pounds, which increases as a wholt were 
materially less" than 15%. The emergency charges as 
finally fixed by the Commission will be tound pub- 
lished in Speiden's Tariff of emergency charges, I. C. 
C. No. 1616, effective March 1, 1932. 

LAW CASES 

1. Railroad Commissioners of Florida vs. A. 

(.. . Li. a. k. ( o. 

This is a mandamus proceeding instituted in the 
Circuit Court of Orange County, Florida, to require 
the Railroad Company to obey Rule 29, prescribed 
by the Commissioners governing the transportation 
of perishables in less than car load lots in intrastate 
traffic in the State of Florida ; the Railroad Company 
filed a demurrer to the alternative writ and the case 
was argued before Judge Frank A. Smith at Orlando 
and the demurrer overruled; the company has re- 
cently filed its answer to the alternative writ and the 
case awaits further proceedings with reference to 
such answer. 

2. Railroad Commissioners of Florida vs. S. 
A. L. Ry. Co., Circuit Court of Duval County. 

This is an identical proceeding with that mention- 
ed in the preceding paragraph save that it relates to 
the S. A. L. Rwy. Company; the case is pending on 
a motion to quash the alternative writ which has' not 
been argued. 
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The motion to quash in the above case was argued 
by counsel for both parties before Judge DeWitt T. 
Gray, in Jacksonville, Fla., on February 14, 1929, but 
no decision has been made as yet. 

The motion to quash in the above case was over- 
ruled by Judge Gray and the respondent was given 
until March 3, 1930, within which to file its return. 

3. The Railroad Commissioners of Florida 
vs. S. A. L. Ry. Co., Circuit Court of Leon 
County. 

This was a suit to collect a fine of $1,000 imposed 
upon the S, A. L. Rwy. Company for violation of the 
rules of the Commission relating to continuous mile- 
age rate application to shipments originating on the 
C. H. & N. R. R. Co., which is controlled by the S. A. 
L. Rwy. Co. Pleas have been filed by the Railway 
Company to Plaintiff's declaration and dlemurrers 
interposed to such pleas; the case is awaiting dispo- 
sition of the demurrers. 

4. The State of Florida, ex rel. Fred H. 
Davis as Attorney General, and ex rel. Railroad 
Commissioners of the State of Florida, vs. At- 
lantic Coast Line Railroad Company. In re : Re- 
storation of Track and Station Facilities at 
Monticello, Florida. Mandamus. 

On September 14, 1927, Petition for Alternative 
Writ of Mandamus was filed in above matter, asking 
that the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company be 
required to restore its tracks from Yuste, Florida, to 
Monticello, Florida, torn up and dismantled on 
August 25, 1927, to maintain said tracks and road-bed 
in a reasonably safe and suitable condition, to restore 
the train service over said line of railroad and to ob- 
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serve the train schedules that were in effect prior to 
the said August 25, 1927. On September 15, 1927, 
the Supreme Court of Florida granted the petition for 
Alternative Writ of Mandamus. 

To this Alternative Writ the Railroad Company 
filed a Motion to Quash. This motion was fully 
briefed by both parties and orally argued in the Su- 
preme Court on November 3, 1927. 

The Court, speaking through Justice Terrell, over- 
ruled this Motion to Quash and took jurisdiction of 
the subject matter of the Alternative Writ — Justice 
Whitfield filed a concurring opinion. Both opinions 
were most able expositions of the law on the question 
raised by the Motion to Quash, and sustained the 
position of the Railroad Commission on every point. 

Return to Alternative Writ was filed by the respon- 
dent on February 8, 1928. 

On March 8, 1928, the relators filed their Motion 
to Strike and Demurrer to Return to Alternative 
Writ 

On May 4th respondent filed its Amended Return 
to Alternative Writ. 

To this amended return relators filed Motion to 
Strike, Demurrer and a Motion for a Peremptory 
Writ without proof. 

This case was argued before the full bench on 
June 12, 1928, and on May 14, 1929, the Court made 
its order awarding a Peremptory Writ of Mandamus 
requiring the respondent, the Atlantic Coast Line 
Railroad Company, to restore its track from Yuste 
to Monticello, or so much thereof as had been torn 
up and dismantled and to maintain said track and 
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roadbed in a reasonably safe and suitable condition 
and to restore the train service over said line of rail- 
road that was in effect prior to the date said track 
was' torn up and dismantled. 

A petition for re-hearing was filed with the Court 
and on October 25, 1929, the Court by its order de- 
nied said petition. In the meantime the Atlantic 
Coast Line Railroad Company had filed 'its applica- 
tion with the Interstate Commerce Commission 
known as Finance Docket No. 7714, asking the Com- 
mission to issue its certificate permitting the abandon- 
ment of this portion of its line of railroad. 

The filing of this application was duly brought to 
the attention of the Supreme Court of Florida by the 
respondent herein and the Court on November 19, 
1929, entered an order staying the issuance of Per- 
emptory Writ until the matter now pending before 
the Interstate Commerce Commission may be deter- 
mined by that tribunal. 

The respondent thereupon filed its petition for a 
writ of Certiorari in the Supreme Court of the United 
States under Section 237-B Judicial Code U. S. C. A. 
Title 28, Section 344 (b) on the theory that the Su- 
preme Court of Florida had denied to the Coast Line 
a right claimed and; exercised by it under the author- 
ity of the Interstate Commerce Commission authoriz- 
ing it to abandon that part of its line of railroad run- 
ning from Yuste to Monticello, Florida. 

The State of Florida through its Attorney General 
and the Railroad Commission filed a brief in opposi- 
tion to the petition for Writ of Certiorari. 

The Supreme Court of the United States denied the 
petition for Writ of Certiorari. 
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On June 18, 1930, the Railroad Commission of 
Florida filed a suggestion with the Supreme Court 
setting up the proceedings before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in reference to the abandonment 
of this line of railroad by the A. C. L. Railroad and 
suggested to the Court that there now existed no rea- 
son for a further stay of the issuance of the Peremp- 
tory Writ and that Peremptory Writ should immedi- 
ately issue. 

On July 2, 1930, the Supreme Court of Florida is^ 
sued its Peremptory Writ requiring the A. C. L. Rail- 
road Company to restore its track from Yu-ste to 
Monti cello. 

On October 10, 1930, the A. C. L. Railroad Com- 
pany filed in the Supreme Court of Florida its "Mo- 
tion to Strike, Stay or Modify the Peremptory Writ 
of Mandamus." The principal contention of the rail- 
road was that after it had eaused a survey of its old 
right-of-way to be made from the station of Yuste to 
the town of Monticello for the purpose of complying 
with the Peremptory Writ of the Court, it found 
that the State Road Department hadi graded and 
hard-surfaced State Road No. 11, across the right- 
of-way of the A. C. L. Railroad and that at the point 
of intersection the grade of said State Road No. 11 
had been constructed and hard-surfaced approxi- 
mately five feet higher than the former grade of the 
railroad's track as it existed before the same was re- 
moved. 

On October 21, 1930, the Railroad Commission of 
the State of Florida in opposition to the above Mo- 
tion filed a "Motion to Strike said Motion and to Fix 
a Time Within Which the A. C. L. Railroad Company 
shall perform the duty enjoined upon it by the Per- 
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emptory Writ heretofore issued in this cause and to 
file a Certificate with this Court showing obedience 
to said Peremptory Writ." 

These Motions were argued before the Supreme 
Court of Florida on October 21, 1930, but the Court 
has taken no action on either of said Motions. 

On October 6, 1931, the Court denied the Motion 
of respondent to Quash, Stay or Modify the Writ 
without opinion. 

Afterwards on December 7, 1931, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission handed down its report in 
Finance Docket No. 8272 denying the application of 
the respondent for a Certificate of Public Conven- 
ience and Necessity to construct 4.8 miles' of railroad 
involved in this case, and on December 18, 1931, the 
respondent filed in the Supreme Court of Florida a 
certified copy of this report as a Response of Obedi- 
ence to the Peremptory Writ. 

On the 22nd day of December 1931, the Railroad 
Commission of Florida filed a Motion to Strike this 
so-called Response of Obedienee as an improper re- 
turn to the Peremptory Writ. 

That on January 7, 1932, the Supreme Court hand- 
ed down an opinion holding that said report of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission did not affect the 
Court's authority to enforce its Peremptory Writ, and) 
that it was insufficient to show obedience to the Per- 
emptory Writ, or that the Writ is illegal, or is impos'S- 
ible of performance, or that respondent has authority 
to abandon its line of railroad here in controversy. 

And on the said! January 7th, 1932, entered the fol- 
lowing judgment: 
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"Upon a consideration of a certified copy of 
the findings and order of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, and in view of the confusion 
of governmental regulations that would prob- 
ably follow the enforcement of the Peremptory- 
Writ under existing conditions, and in view of 
the probability that restoration of the railroad 
line may be rendered nugatory by a Federal 
permit to abandon the line, as shown by the 
findings and order of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, the Court, having control of its 
writs in mandamus until they are returned satis- 
fied, in the exercise of a judicial discretion ac- 
corded to it by the law applicable in mandamus 
proceedings, and without formal supplemental 
proceedings, does hereby order and adjudge 
that the peremptory writ of mandamus issued 
in this cause on July 2, 1930, be and is hereby 
recalled." 

On February 6th, 1932, the Railroad Commission 
filed a petition in the Supreme Court of Florida pray- 
ing said Court to vacate the said Judgment recalling 
the said Peremptory Writ. 

On February 25th, 1932, said petition was denied. 

That upon April 7, 1932, a complete and certified 
transcript of the record had before the Supreme Court 
of Florida in this cause, together with a petition for 
a Writ of Certiorari was filed in the Supreme Court 
of the United States. 

The reasons for granting the Writ of Certiorari 
was set forth in said petition as 1 follows : 

(1) The Supreme Court of Florida is with- 
out power and jurisdiction to recall said Per- 
emptory writ of Mandamus. 
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(2) The Supreme Court of Florida is with- 
out power and jurisdiction to recall said Per- 
emptory Writ on its own motion and without 
notice or hearing to your petitioners. 

(3) The Supreme Court of Florida ignored 
the principle of res judicata and the rights 
your petitioners acquired under said principle in 

* basing its judgment recalling the said Peremptory 
Writ on matters all of which had been fully de- 
termined otherwise in the judgment awarding the 
Peremptory Writ. 

(4) The Supreme Court of Florida gave un- 
due consideration and force to the Report of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission in Finance 
Docket No. 8272, filed by respondent as a Re- 
sponse of Obedience to the Peremptory Writ, 
in the matter of its finding on the question of 
convenience and necessity of the construction 
order by the Court and the denial of the Certi- 
ficate therein. 

(5) The grounds upon which the Court based 
its -said judgment recalling the Peremptory Writ 
are not sound either in law or in fact. 

(6) The Supreme Court of Florida ignored 
and invalidated the Federal Statute, Interstate 
Commerce Act Sec, 1 (18) that no carrier by 
railroad subject to that act should abandon any 
part of its railroad or operation thereof without 
Certificate from the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission required by said Act, by assuming dis- 
cretion to refuse to enforce the absolute prohibi- 
tion of said statute. 
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(7) The Court ignored the purpose of Con- 
gress in conferring jurisdiction upon the Court 
by Section 1 (20) of said Interstate Commerce 
Act and improperly exercised such jurisdiction 
in refusing to stop said abandonment; and there- 
by extended immunity to respondent from the 
Federal regulation of abandonment by interstate 
carriers. 

(8) By this judgment recalling the Writ the 
Supreme Court of Florida denies to the peti- 
tioners their absolute right to have the abandon- 
ment in question stopped under the provisions 
of the Federal Statute, Interstate Commerce Act, 
Section 1 (18) and (20). 

The Petition for Writ of Certiorari was denied by 
the Supreme Court of the United States. 

5. The State of Florida, ex rel. Railroad 
Commissioners, vs. Atlantic Coast Line Rail- 
road Company. Mandamus. In re: Ewing 
Station. 

This is a mandamus suit in the Supreme Court of 
the state of Florida, instituted on November 15, 
1927, to require the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad 
Company to obey an order of the Railroad Commis- 
sion, to abolish for the purpose of computing rates', 
the station of Ewing, Florida, near Tampa. 

On December 10, 1927, the respondent railway 
company filed a Motion to Quash the Alternative 
Writ. 

This matter has been fully briefed and will be 
shortly presented to the Court. 
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Oral arguments were made to the Court by counsel 
for both parties in above cause on June 12, 1928. 

On January 6, 1930, the Court overruled the Mo- 
tion to Quash and required the respondent to file its 
return to the Alternative Writ. 

On March 14, 1930, the respondent filed its Re- 
turn to the Alternative Writ. 

6. State of Florida, Complainant, vs. A. C. 
L. Railroad Company, Seaboard Air Line Rail- 
way Company, Florida East Coast Railway 
Company and Georgia Southern & Florida 
Railway Company, Defendants. 

The Bill of Complaint seeking an injunction 
against the above namedi defendants was filed in the 
Circuit Court in and for Duval County on the 29th 
day of November, 1929, and the matter of a tempor- 
ary restraining order was argued before Judge De- 
Witt T. Gray on that date and said temporary re- 
straining order was issued. 

This injunction was sought against the above nam- 
ed defendants to prevent them from withdrawing 
and cancelling certain schedules of Commodity Rates 
known as "Municipal Rates 1 " on roadway materials 
without the consent of the Florida Railroad Commis- 
sion first being had and obtained. 

On the 14th day of October, 1929, the above nam- 
ed defendants . had jointly and severally served no- 
tice upon the Railroad Commission that it was their 
purpose and intent to cancel these rates without ap- 
plying to the Railroad Commission for permission so 
to do and this temporary restraining order was ob- 
tained through Judge Gray to prevent this action on 
the part of defendants. 
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Demurrers were then filed to the Bill and Motions 
to Dissolve the Temporary Injunction were also filed 
and argued before Judge Cooper Gibbs, in Jackson- 
ville. 

On the 24th day of January, 1930, Judge Gibbs 
overruled the Demurrer and denied the Motions and 
required the defendants to plead or answer on or 
before the Rule Day in March, 1930. 

Answers by the defendant railroad companies were 
filed in this case on March 3, 1930. 

A final hearing was had on April 18, 1930, and the 
matter was argued before Judge Gibbs in Jackson- 
ville on that date. 

Final decrees granting a permanent injunction 
against the carriers was entered by Judge Gibbs and 
filed April 25th, 1930. 

The carriers being aggrieved at the finding enter- 
ed an appeal from the final decree to the Supreme 
Court of Florida and this appeal was made return- 
able to the 12th day of July, A. D. 1930. 

This case has been fully briefed by both parties of 
record but as yet has not been set down for oral 
argument. 

This was a most important case to the shippers of 
roadway material and especially to the State Road 
Department, the greatest users of these materials. 
If the railroads had been permitted to withdraw 
these municipal rates and apply its present commer- 
cial rates on roadway materials, which are materially 
higher than the municipal rates, both the producers 
and the users of these materials would have been 
compelled to pay a much higher rate. 
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Thousands of dollars have been saved to the State 
of Florida by the action of the Railroad Commission 
in obtaining this injunction. 

7. State of Florida ex rel. Railroad Commis- 
sioners of the State of Florida vs. Atlantic 
Coast Line Railroad Company. Mandamus. In 
re : Gravel Rates. 

On the 9th day of July, 1929, the Supreme Court 
of Florida issued an Alternative Writ in the above 
case requiring the respondent, the Atlantic Coast 
Line Railroad Company, to apply intrastate freight 
rates upon gravel transported by freight over its 
line from Tampa, Florida, to stations or points locat- 
ed on the line of the respondent in the State of 
Florida. 

To this Alternative Writ the respondent filed its 
Motion to Quash on numerous grounds. 

Briefs have been filed in this cause and the matter 
is ready for argument before the Court but no date 
has been set for such argument. 

8. State of Florida ex rel. Railroad Commis- 
sioners of the State of Florida vs. Seaboard Air 
Line Railway Company. Mandamus. In re: 
Gravel Rates. 

On the 9th day of July, 1929, the Supreme Court 
of Florida issued an Alternative Writ in the above 
case requiring the respondent, the Seaboard Air Line 
Railway Company, to apply intrastate freight rates 
upon gravel transported by freight over its line from 
Tampa, Florida, to stations or points located on the 
line of the respondent in the State of Florida. 

To this Alternative Writ the respondent filed: its 
Motion to Quash on numerous grounds. 
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Briefs have been filed in this cause and the matter 
is ready for argument before the Court but no date 
has been set for such argument. 

9. L. & N. Railroad Company and L. R. 
Powell, Jr., and E. W. Smith as Receivers for 
Seaboard Air Line Railway Company, Petition- 
ers, vs. Railroad Commission of the State of 
Florida and Union Bus Company, Respondents. 

On February 13, 1931, the Railroad Commission 
of the State of Florida after a full hearing held on 
November 20th and 21st, 1930, granted the applica- 
tion of Union Bus Company for a night schedule be- 
tween Jacksonville and Marianna, Florida, to operate 
in both interstate and intrastate service. 

On the 8th day of May, 1931, upon application of 
the Seaboard Air Line Railway Company and the 
Louisville & Nashville Railroad: Company, the Su- 
preme Court of Florida issued its Writ of Certiorari 
to the Railroad Commission of Florida and to Union 
Bus Company requiring the Railroad Commission to 
certify to the Court all of its records and proceed- 
ings with reference to the granting of said applica- 
tion. 

On June 8, 1931, the Railroad Commission and 
Union Bus Company filed a Motion to Quash the 
Writ of Certiorari in this case. This case was fully 
briefed by all parties and has been set down for oral 
argument for February 2, 1932. 

On March 31st, 1932, Mr. Justice Brown rendered 
an opinion of the Court in this case and granted the 
Motion to Quash and the judgment of the Court was 
that the Writ of Certiorari be quashed. 
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In this case it was held by the Court : 

"While the findings and conclusions of the 
Railroad Commissioners in matters of this kind 
may be reviewed on Certiorari such review is 
not appellate in its nature to determine whether 
mere error was committed as where Writ of 
Error or appeal is authorized by law." 

10. Florida Motor Lines, Inc., Petitioners, 
vs. Railroad Commissioners of the State of 
Florida, respondents, and Georgia-Florida 
Motor Lines, Inc. 

After the passage of Chapter 13,700, Laws of 
1921, at a regular hearing before the Railroad Com- 
missioners the Florida Motor Lines and the Georgia- 
Florida Motor Lines, Inc., were both granted certi- 
ficates of Public Convenience and Necessity to oper- 
ate the same service and! over the same routes oper- 
ated over on April 19, 1929. At that time the Florida 
Motor Lines were using busses in freight service and 
the Florida Motor Lines, Inc., were using 7-passen- 
ger sedans. 

In October, 1929, the Georgia-Florida Motor Lines 
filed with the Railroad Commission a petition to sub- 
stitute 5 busses of the capacity of 25 passengers each 
for the 5 — 7-passenger sedans they were then using 
on the route from Jacksonville to Miami. 

A hearing was had before the Railroad Commis- 
sion on November 6, 1929, at which time the Florida 
Motor Lines appeared and objected to the granting 
of the application. 

After said hearing by an Order the Georgia-Flor- 
ida Motor Lines were authorized to substitute four 
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25-passenger busses for the 7-passenger sedans oper- 
ated on said line. 

Thereupon on petition of the Florida Motor Lines 
the Supreme Court of Florida on May 8, 1930, is- 
sued its Writ of Certiorari directed to the Railroad 
Commissioners and to the Georgia-Florida Motor 
Lines requiring the Railroad Commission to certify 
to the court all of its records and proceedings with 
reference to the granting of said certificate. 

A Motion was made to quash this Writ of 
Certiorari on various grounds and after the case had 
been thoroughly briefed by all parties the matter was 
argued before the Supreme Court of Florida. 

Thereafter the Supreme Court in an opinion writ- 
ten by Judge Whitfield denied the Motion to Quash 
and quashed the Order of the Railroad Commission 
granting authority to the Georgia-Florida Motor 
Lines to make the substitution of busses for sedans 
as asked. 

Florida Motor Lines, Inc., vs. Railroad Commis- 
sion, 129 So. 876. 

After this decision the Georgia-Florida Motor 
Lines, Inc., on the 29th day of August, 1930, filed its 
petition before the Railroad Commission of the State 
of Florida for an Order permitting the use of busses 
for sedans and according the same right to the Flor- 
ida Motor Lines in accordance with the opinion of 
the Supreme Court of Florida. 

The Railroad Commission of Florida treated this 
petition as a Petition for a Rehearing in this matter 
and set the same down for hearing. 
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After an extensive hearing the Railroad Commis- 
sion in its opinion dated September 25, 1930, found 
that public convenience and necessity supports the 
application and that it was the mandatory duty of 
the Commission not only to authorize the increase 
in type and size of equipment but to order and direct 
it in the interest of the traveling public; and at the 
same time authorize the Florida Motor Lines, Inc., 
to increase and improve the type and size of its 
equipment whenever public convenience and neces- 
sity should require the same. An appropriate Order 
was entered consistent with this opinion. 

Whereupon upon application of Florida Motor 
Lines, Inc., the Supreme Court of Florida on Novem- 
ber 8, 1930, istfued its Writ of Certiorari directed to 
the Railroad Commission and to the Georgia-Florida 
Motor Lines, Inc., requiring the said Commission to 
bring up all of its records and proceedings with ref- 
erence to the granting of this authority to the said 
Georgia-Florida Motor Lanes, Inc. 

On December 10, 1930, the Florida Railroad Com- 
mission filed its Motion to Quash the Writ of Cer- 
tiorari in this case. 

The case was fully briefed and oral argument was 
had before the Court on January 14, 1931. 

On March 3, 1931, the Supreme Court of Florida 
in an opinion by Mr. Justice Whitfield sustained, the 
Order of the Railroad Commission and quashed the 
Writ of Certiorari. 



This case is cited as Florida Motor Lines vs. State 
Railroad Commission, and reported in 132, So. 851. 
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11. Central Truck Lines, Inc., Petitioner, 
vs. Railroad Commission of Florida and L. W. 
Hols tun, Respondents. 

This was a Certiorari proceeding instituted in the 
Circuit Court of the Second Judicial Circuit for Leon 
County Florida, on June 30th, 1931, for the purpose 
of Quashing an Order of the Railroad Commission 
of Florida entered on May 13, 1931, authorizing L. 
W. Holstun to increase his schedules between Jack- 
sonville and Ocala from three days a week to six 
days a week. 

On July 11, 1931, the respondents in this case filed 
a Motion to Quash the Writ of Certiorari in this case. 

The matter was briefed and set down for oral argu- 
ment before Judge Johnson of the Circuit Court on 
September 9, 1931, and the Court on September 14, 
1931, entered an Order denying the Motion to Quash 
and Quashing the Order of the Railroad Commis- 
sion authorizing L. W. Holstun to operate daily 
schedules. 

On November 16, 1931 Writ of Error was taken to 
the Supreme Court of Florida and the case is now 
fully briefed and awaiting oral argument in the Su- 
preme Court of Florida. 

12. R. R. Riley vs. D. B. Lawson. Injunction 
suit to test the constitutionality of Chapter 14, 
764 as applied to Private Contract Carriers. 

On the 24th day of November, 1931, R. R. Riley 
as complainant filed in the Circuit Court of Hamilton 
County his Bill of Complaint against D. B. Lawson 
seeking a restraining Order restraining and enjoin- 
ing said defendant from engaging in the transporta- 
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tion of freight over the highways of the State until 
he had secured a Certificate of Public Convenience 
and Necessity from the Railroad Commission of Flor- 
ida. 

On the same date the defendant filed his Answer 
and Motion to Strike and Motion to Dismiss said Bill 
of Complaint on the ground that Chapter 14,764 was 
unconstitutional as applied to him, a private contract 
carrier. 

The matter thereupon came up for final hearing 
before Judge Mallory P. Home on Tuesday, Novem- 
ber 24, 1931. 

On November 25, 1931, Judge Home held that 
Chapter 14,764 is unconstitutional as applied to pri- 
vate contract carriers and dismissed the Bill of Com- 
plaint. 

On November 30, 1931, the complainant, R. R. 
Riley filed his Entry of Appeal from above mention- 
ed Order. The Assignments of Error were filed on 
December 29th, 1931, and the cause is now before 
the Supreme Court of Florida fully briefed and ready 
for oral argument. 

This case was fully argued before the court on 
Wednesday, June 29, 1932. 

The Opinion of the Court was handed down on 
August 24, 1932, and the decree of the Circuit Judge 
appealed from was reversed and the cause remanded 
with directions to reinstate the bill and grant the in- 
junction prayed for. Mr. Justice Davis wrote an ex- 
cellent and most comprehensive opinion discussing the 
question of the regulation of private contract car- 
riers for hire furnishing continuous and recurring 
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carriage, and held Chapter 14,764, insofar as such pro- 
visions were attacked in this litigation, as constitu- 
tional and valid. 

13. Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company, 
Appellant, vs. State of Florida and Railroad 
Commission of the State of Florida, Appellees. 

On May 2, 1932, the State of Florida and the Rail- 
road Commission of Florida filed its Bill of Com- 
plaint in the Circuit Court of Jefferson County, Flor- 
ida against the A. C. L. Railroad Company and ob- 
tained an injunction against said; defendant restrain- 
ing and enjoining it from discontinuing the running 
of its regular train carrying passengers known as the 
"Southland," and discontinuing intrastate service 
performed by said train operating over what is known 
as the "Perry-Cut-Off" between the Georgia-Florida 
State Line and Monticello, Perry, Tampa and St. 
Petersburg until the defendant had made written ap- 
plication before and obtained the consent of the Rail- 
road Commission to discontinue such service. 

On June 28, 1932, the A. C. L. Railroad Company, 
the defendant, entered its appeal from the order or 
decree entered in this cause on June 10th, A. D. 1932, 
and the cause was advanced on the docket of the Su- 
preme Court of Florida and was heard by oral argu- 
ment on July 11, 1932. 

On July 26, 1932, the Supreme Court handed down 
its opinion in this' cause in part upholding the order 
of the Judge of the Circuit Court and in part re- 
versing the same. 

The Court held in effect that the Railroad Com- 
mission may require reasonable notice of a contem- 
plated discontinuance of intrastate service being ren- 
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dered by interstate trains in order that the Com- 
mission may consider making appropriate orders with 
reference to the continued rendering of reasonable 
and proper intrastate service along the line should 
the interstate trains be discontinued. 

14. National Convoy & Trucking Company, 
a Corporation, vs. Railroad Commissioners of 
the State of Florida. 

On August 17, 1932, the National Convoy & Truck- 
ing Company filed its bill against the Railroad Com- 
mission of the State of Florida asking for temporary 
restraining Order restraining the defendants, its 
agents, and employees from interfering with the 
operation of the National Convoy & Trucking Com- 
pany as a private contract earrier by motor vehicle 
over the public highways of the State until the fur- 
ther order of the Court. 

On August 16, 1932, the Judge of the Circuit Court 
in and for Leon County, Florida, entered an order in 
said Court granting such temporary restraining order. 

The defendant thereupon filed its Motion to Dis- 
solve the Restraining Order issued out of said Court. 
The matter was fully argued before the Court on 
August 25th, A. D. 1932, and on October 5th, 1932, 
the Court dissolved said temporary injunction and 
dismissed the bill at the cost of the plaintiff. 

15. J. B. Dickinson, Petitioner, vs. W. B. 
Cahoon, Sheriff, Duval County Florida, Re- 
spondent. Habeas Corpus. 

J. B. Dickinson was arrested charged with violation 
of Paragraph 4, Section 1011, Revised General Sta- 
tutes 1920, as amended by Section 3 of Chapter 
15,625 Acts of 1931, which provides: 



OF THE RAILROAD COMMISSION 81 

"No motor vehicle shall be operated on a public 
highway outside of any municipal corporation 
in this State carrying a load of more than 16,000 
pounds including- the weight of such motor 
vehicle." 

Petition was filed in the Supreme Court of Florida 
for Writ of habeas corpus alleging that he was de- 
tained by the sheriff of Duval County by reason of a 
warrant charging him with violation of the law as 
above mentioned, and that his detention is without 
authority of law and contrary to the law and Con- 
stitution of the State of Florida. 

The question presented in this habeas corpus pro- 
ceeding was whether or not the general weight limita- 
tion of 16,000 pounds for motor vehicles licensed to 
operate on the roads of the State applies to a Certifi- 
cated private contract carrier holding a Certificate of 
Public Convenience and Necessity issued by the Flor- 
ida Railroad Commission. 

In a decision of the Court written by Mr. Justice 
Davis and filed on October 24, 1932, the Court in ef- 
fect held that; 

"Chapter 14,764 Acts of 1931 as a regulatory 
Act is complete within itself, and that without 
reference to any other statute of this State, this 
Chapter 14,764 dealing with certificated motor 
vehicles contains within its four corners all the 
principles of regulation which are to be applied 
to those certificated vehicles falling within its 
purview." 

The Court in this case further held : 

"Chapter 14,764, Supra, provides for the issu- 
ance of thrtee classes of licenses for the use of the

highways of this State for the conduct of a busi- 
ness for hauling of persons and property for hire. 
But as to each class it is expressly provided in the 
statute that the Railroad Commission shall have 
authority to make rules and. regulations applicable 
to any and all auto transportation companies. 
(Section 7 of the Act). It is further provided 
that both the statute and the lawful regulations 
thereunder shall be enforcible through criminal 
proceedings, (Section 15) as well as by revoca- 
tion of the Certificate or Permit to operate." 

16. State of Florida, Complainant, vs. West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company, Defendant. Bill 
for Injunction. 

On July 6, 1932, bill for injunction was filed in the 
Circuit Court of Florida in and for Levy County by 
the counsel for the Railroad Commission, and Messrs. 
E. G. Baxter and E. A. Clayton, Associate Counsel, 
ipray_ng an injunction against Western Union Tele- 
graph Company restraining it and its agents, servants 
and employees from discontinuing or closing any of 
its telegraph offices at Otter Creek, Bronson, and 
Cedar Key in Levy County, Florida, until permission 
had been applied for and obtained from the Railroad 
Commission of the State of Florida authorizing such 
discontinuance. 

Temporary restraining order was issued by the 
Court on the 6th day of July, 1932, and served on the 
said Western Union Telegraph Company through its 
business agents in Alachua and Levy Counties. 

This restraining order is still in force and effect. 

17. Union Bus Company, a Corporation, 
Plaintiff, vs. Railroad Commission of the State 
of Florida, Defendants. 
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This was a suit begun in the District Court of the 
United States for the Northern District of Florida 
seeking an injunction against the Railroad Commis- 
sion and its members, agents, and employees, enjoin- 
ing and restraining them from interfering with the 
operation of motor busses of plaintiff, Union Bus 
Company in common carriage of passengers and light 
express for compensation over Florida State High- 
way No. 6, U. S. Highway No. 231, in interstate com- 
merce between Marianna, Florida, and the Alabama- 
Florida State line. 

This application for an injunction grew out of a 
denial of the application filed by Union Bus Company 
before the Railroad Commission on October 4, 1932, 
asking for authority to operate exclusively in inter- 
state commerce between Marianna, Florida, and 
Dothan, Alabama. 

After a hearing the Railroad Commission in its 
opinion and order dated December 6, 1932, found that 
such operation was not an exclusive interstate opera- 
tion and further found that the Commission had 
jurisdiction over this operation and that the applicant 
must show public convenience and necessity for the 
right to extend its present operation from Jackson- 
ville to Marianna on into Dothan, Alabama. And 
further, that the road over which the applicant de- 
sires to operate was a second class highway and in- 
capable of carrying the four additional schedules 
sought by applicant without serious impairment and 
without aeriously increasing the hazard of the public 
using such highway. 

For these reasons the application was denied. 

This matter was argued fully before the Federal 
Judge who first granted a temporary injunction re- 
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straining the members of the Railroad Commission 
from interfering with the operation of Union Bus 
Company over this route until the further order of 
the Court. 

Answer was thereupon filed by the defendants and 
a motion to dissolve the injunction and dismiss the 
bill was incorporated in such answer. 

Argument was had on final hearing of the matter 
on January 9, 1933, and on January 23, 1933, an 
orJer was entered by the Court dismissing the bill of 
complaint. 



The above and foregoing is a brief resume of the 
more important cases both before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission and the Courts participated in and 
handled: by your counsel. 

Since the passage of Chapter 13,700 Laws of Flor- 
ida 1929, and the reenactment of this law in Chapter 
14,764, laws of 1931, the work of the Commission and 
its Counsel has been greatly increased. The admin- 
istration of this law was a new ■subject for the Com- 
mission and for its Counsel and necessitated wide re- 
search into the law and decisions of Courts of other 
States in order to arrive at a proper adjudication of 
the various matters that came up.

During the year 1932 thirty formal hearings 
were held by the Commission at which three hundred 
and four cases were heard, including applications 
complaints and citations for violations of the law and 
rules of the Commission.

Under the act of 1929 the Commissioners were re- 
quired to issue certificates to any truck or bus com- 
pany engaged in business prior to April 19, 1929. 
The routes and schedules of these companies were 
vague and uncertain and much confusion resulted 
from this condition. To clarify this situation the 
Commission issued an order requiring every certificate 
holder to appear before it for the purpose of fixing 
definite routes and schedules. One hundred and 
thirteen hearings were held and as a result the rights 
of auto transportation companies have been clarified 
and defined. 

Effective January 1st of this year a comprehensive 
set of rules were adopted regulating the rates, services 
and facilities of motor transportation lines. Under 
these rules motor lines file schedules? showing arrival 
and departure time from each station similar to rail- 
road time tables. 

A rule requires all auto transportation companies 
transporting property over the highways to adopt a 
uniform manifest, showing for each trip the articles 
carrier weight, rate, mileage and other necessary in- 
formation. One copy is carried by the driver and an- 
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other copy is kept in the office for inspection of the 
Commission. In this way we have a complete check 
on the operations of these lines. Under the same 
rule truck lines are required to issue uniform bills of 
lading and waybills combined, similar to those used 
by railways. 

The Commission has also prescribed a motor freight 
classification and motor freight tariff. Certified 
common carriers by motor are required to rigidly ob- 
serve this classification and tariff. 

It will be seen that auto transportation companies 
are strictly regulated in Florida and any failure or re- 
fusal to comply with the law, rules and regulations of 
the Commission subjects these carriers to citation to 
show cause why a fine should not be imposed or the 
certificate suspended or cancelled. Numerous cita- 
tions have been issued during the current year. 

Operations of so-called travel bureaus and "boot- 
legger" carriers of passengers have been a source of 
concern to the Commissioners and many complaints 
have been filed by travelers patronizing them who 
have been stranded on the highways, subjected to 
abuses and in some cases injured in wrecks. These 
operators were running when and where they pleased 
without paying a mileage tax. They did not observe 
safety requirements nor carry indemnity and property 
damage insurance. 

However, with the cooperation of the legitimate 
transportation lines and city governments, the Com- 
mission has succeeded in having ordinances passed in 
our tourist cities, requiring these illegal operators to 
comply with the state law before a local license would 
issued. The appreciation of the Commission is due 
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to the newspapers of the State for refusing to publish 
advertisements of these unregulated carriers. The 
newspapers unselfishly gave up this source of revenue 
for the protection of the public and good name of the 
State. 

Under the 1929 Act all persons engaged in the busi- 
ness of an auto transportation company prior to April 
19, 1929, were granted a certificate as a matter of 
right without the necessity of proving public conven- 
ience and necessity. A total of 129 certificates were 
granted in this way. 

Exclusive of the matter-of -right certificates, the 
Commissioners have granted 54 certificates during the 
period July 1, 1929 to January 1, 1933. 

At the same time they have revoked fifty-one cer- 
tificates and authorized the consolidation of twenty- 
three lines. Deducting these from the certificates is- 
sued leaves 109 certificates outstanding or twenty less 
than the number in force on July 1, 1929. 

During this period the Commission denied 47 appli- 
cations for certificates for various causes and dis- 
missed 13 applications. Thus seven more certificates 
were denied or dismissed than were granted, after 
hearings to consider the merits of these applications. 

A digest of this information is printed, classifying 
this data.

peting rail line distances shall be used, except that 
where either point of origin or destination, or both, 
are not served by rail lines, actual highway mileage 
may be used. 

7. That the ratings in Florida Motor Carrier 
Freight Classification No, 2, and the rates in Florida 
Motor Carrier Class and Commodity Tariff "A", are 
both maximum and minimum Ratings and Rates, and 
shall not be either increased or reduced without speci- 
fic written authority of the Florida Railroad Commis- 
sion. 

8. That on and after the effective date of this 
Order, the Ratings carried in Florida Motor Freight 
Classification, and the Rates 1 carried in Florida Motor 
Carrier Class and Commodity Tarriff "A" shall be the 
only Ratings and Rates in effect by Motor Vehicle 
Common Carriers of Freight between points in the 
State of Florida. 

9. It is further CONSIDERED, ORDERED AND 
ADJUDGED, that the Florida Motor Carrier Freight 
Classification No. 2, and the Florida Motor Carrier 
Class and: Commodity Tariff "A" above referred to, 
be, and the same are hereby prescribed and adopted 
for use in the State of Florida on intrastate traffic 
by all Motor Vehicle Common Carriers of Freight, 
and all Motor Vehicle Common Carriers of Freight 
doing business in the State of Florida are hereby di- 
rected and required to use, follow and abide by the 
said Florida Motor Carrier Freight Classification No. 
2, and the said Florida Motor Carrier Class and Com- 
modity Tariff "A" with reference to all intrastate 
business to be done by them within the State of 
Florida. 
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10. A copy of Florida Motor Carrier Freight 
Classification No. 2, and a copy of Florida Motor 
Carrier Class and Commodity Tariff "A" shall be 
filed with the Railroad Commission at once by each 
motor vehicle common carrier of freight, and each 
carrier shall endorse its name and its tariff number 
in the upper right hand corner of each tariff in the 
space provided for that purpose. These should be 
number 1 for the Classification, and number two for 
the tariff of class and commodity rates. 

11. A copy of Florida Motor Carrier Freight 
Classification No, 2, and a copy of Florida Motor Car- 
rier Class and Commodity Tariff "A" shall be on 
public file in the general offices of each transporta- 
tion line, and in each agency station, and a copy of 
each publication shall at all times aceompany each 
vehicle when traveling the highways in common car- 
riage of freight, for the information of the shipping 
public and the truck drivers. 

12. It is further ORDERED that jurisdiction of 
this cause be, and it is hereby retained for such fur- 
ther orders as may be found necessary, just and rea- 
sonable. 

13. This Order and the Classification and Class 
and Commodity Tariff referred to therein shall take 
effect on the first day of February, 1932.

tion point through which operated, the mileage 
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between initial and final terminal of vehicle, 
date of trip, Manifest Number and driver's name, 
and shall show, with respect to the property be- 
ing transported, the Waybill or Pro Number, 
Number of Packages, station at which freight is 
received and destined: to, weight, freight, advance 
charges, collections and prepayments, C. O. D.'s 
and C. O. D. Fees. If the Manifest is not so ar- 
ranged, leaving the initial terminal, as to sub- 
divide the shipments moving between the points 
of origin and destination at which freight is re- 
ceived and discharged on each particular trip, and 
if shipments picked up enroute are not so arrang- 
ed as to permit of the sub totals of packages and 
weights between each such common points of 
origin and destination, the original Manifest 
must be footed at destination terminal and a re- 
capitulation prepared, without undue delay, show- 
ing the information called for on the manifest by 
points of origin and station order destinations, 
the number of packages and the weights trans*- 
ported between each such common points of origin 
and destination and care must be exercised to see 
that the recapitulation so prepared is in balance 
with the data reflected on the original manifest. 

The recapitulation, rather than the Manifest, 
must be used as the original record for all statis- 
tical data. 

A copy of the Manifest, showing all shipments 
leaving the initial terminal must be retained in 
the files of the transportation company in lieu 
of an agent's forwarding abstract. 

Nothing in this rule is to be construed as pro- 
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hibiting the entry on the Manifest form of in- 
formation additional to that required by this rule, 

B. UNIFORM BILL OF LADING AND 
WAYBILL. There shall be provided for the 
use of all motor carriers of freight, whose rates 
are subject to the jurisdiction of the Florida Rail- 
road Commission, a Standard! Waybill and a 
Standard Freight bill, both of which shall show 
the following information :

IN RE : PETITION OF ATLANTIC COAST LINE 
RAILROAD COMPANY TO REVISE RATES ON 
FERTILIZER MATERIALS IN BULK FROM 
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JACKSONVILLE, FLORIDA, TO SANFORD, 
FLORIDA, AND INTERMEDIATE POINTS. 

DOCKET NO 1169. 

By petition filed on June 24th, 1932, the Atlantic 
Coast Line Railroad Company sought authority to in- 
crease the rates on fertilizer materials in bulk in car- 
loads from Jacksonville to Sanford, Florida, and 
points intermediate thereto to the level of 75% of 
Class "M" in Florida Classification No. 8. 

A hearing was held before the Railroad Commis- 
sion in Tallahassee, Florida, on August 30, 1932. 
Chase & Company, through Counsel, appeared and 
opposed the petition. Testimony was taken and 
briefs have been filed by all parties to the case. 

The present rate on fertilizer materials in bulk in 
carload from Jacksonville to Sanfordt is $1.60-Vk per 
ton. The distance is 126 miles. The rate on fertili- 
zer materials authorized by this Commission is 75% 
of Class "M" under Florida Classification No. 8, and 
this results in a rate of $2.11-Vk per ton for distance 
of 126 miles. The difference between the two rates is 
51c in favor of Sanford. 

The present rate on bulk fertilizer material in car- 
loads from Jacksonville to Sanford is a depressed 
water competitive rate and has been in effect for 
more than twenty years. It was made effective by rea- 
son of the location of Jacksonville and Sanford on 
the St. Johns river and the operation of boat lines 
on this river. The same rates were made to apply on 
fertilizer in bags. This is the first time that the At- 
lantic Coast Line Railroad Company has ever made 
objection before this Commission to a continuation 
of this depressed rate. 
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It is now contended that fertilizer in bulk does not 
move from Jacksonville to Sanford by water and that 
there is no justification for this low rate. It is not 
here sought to change this depressed water rate on 
fertilizer materials in bags. It is further contended 
that in the sale of fertilizer materials in bulk in San- 
ford the producers and shippers at Tampa and other 
points are in competition with producers and shippers 
at Jacksonville, and that the low rate to Sanford has 
the effect of discriminating against shippers of the 
same materials from Tampa. That there is now com- 
petition with water carriers for the handling of 
fertilizer materials in bags Jacksonville to Sanford, 
but there is no competition in the handling of ferti- 
lizer materials in bulk, and, therefore, the A. C. L. 
Railroad is only seeking authority to apply the mile- 
age scale on fertilizer materials in bulk. 

Section 6730 C. G. L. 1927, provides in part as 
follows : 

"Whenever a carrier by railroad shall in com- 
petition with a water route reduce the rate on the 
carriage of any species of freight to or from 
competitive points, it shall not be permitted to 
increase such rates unless, after hearing by the 
Railroad Commission, it shall be found that such 
proposed increase rests upon changed conditions 
other than the elimination of water competition." 

The Constitution of Florida, Section 30, Article 16, 
provides : 

"The legislature is vested with full power to 
pass laws for the correction of abuses and to 
prevent unjust discrimination and excessive 
charges by persons and corporations engaged as 
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common carriers in transporting persons and 
property, or performing other services of a pub- 
lic nature; and shall provide for enforcing such 
laws by adequate penalties and forfeitures.*' 

The Supreme Court of Florida has in a number of 
cases held that the legislature could only pass laws 
designed to prevent unjust discrimination by those 
affording public service, and does not forbid just 
discriminations that are incident to the protection of 
substantial rights. 

It is significant that although it was claimed that 
there was unjust discrimination against Tampa deal- 
ers in fertilizer materials and such dealers have com- 
plained of this undue discrimination, that not a single 
dealer from Tampa appeared at the hearing, and that 
no evidence was presented by any of these dealers or 
on behalf of these dealers attempting to show this un- 
due discrimination. On the other hand, the evidence 
tends to show that most of the fertilizer materials 
shipped to Sanford are imported through Jackson- 
ville. 

It is further shown that although Tampa enjoys 
a rate of $2.45 per ton on manufactured fertilizers to 
Sanford as against $2.55 from Jacksonville, yet Jack- 
sonville undersells Tampa on manufactured fertilizers. 

The St. Johns river still runs from Jacksonville by 
Sanford and boats of the St. Johns River Line still 
operate over this river from Jacksonville to Sanford. 
Actual water competition as well as potential water 
competition still exists. It may be that such compe- 
tition by water compels such a reduction in these fer- 
tilizer material rates both in bulk and in bags as to 
destroy their value for purpose of comparison. The 
controlling power of the water line still remains in 
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full force and must ever remain in full force as long 
as the St. Johns river remains navigable, (I. C. C. 
-vs- ALABAMA MIDLAND R. R. CO., 74 FED. 715.) 

It is admitted that there exists keen competition 
with water carriers for the transportation of fertili- 
zer materials in bags. While it appears that there is 
no actual transportation of fertilizer materials in bulk 
by boat it is not contended that these materials could 
not move in boats. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission has held in 
a long line of cases that the long maintenance of a 
given rate is an admission of the reasonableness of 
that rate. 

The same Commission has also held that the his- 
tory of rates sometimes has a material bearing upon 
the question of what rate should properly apply, and 
this is particularly true if the rates are shown to have 
been voluntarily maintained. 

Lumber rates from Southern Railway points to 
Eastern Points— 31 I. C. C. 244. 

Augusta Cotton Exchange and Board of Trade 
vs. S. Railway Company — 30 I. C. C. 704. 

Greene vs. A. & B. Railway Company — 43 I. 
C. C. 662. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission has also said : 

"It often happens that the very existence of an 
industry depends upon the rate accorded to it. If 
now, a carrier has established a particular rate 
for the express purpose of enabling an industry 
to exist, and if, upon the strength of that rate, 
money has been invested which must be destroy- 
ed if the rate is withdrawn, it has been our under- 
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standing that this fact might properly be con- 
sidered in passing upon the reasonableness of the 
proposed change in the rate." 

OREGON & WASHINGTON LUMBER MAN- 
UFACTURERS ASSO., vs. S. P. CO., 21 I. C. C. 
389. 

The evidence in this case shows that Chase & Com- 
pany built its fertilizer business at Sanford on the 
basis of this water depressed rate and that it is neces- 
sary for it to have the present rates continue in order 
to meet competition of fertilizer manufacturers at both 
Jacksonville and Tampa. The output of the Sanford 
plant of Chase & Company has increased substantially 
and there is a large investment which has been made 
by reason of these competitive rates. 

It was further testified by witnesses for Chase & 
Company that if this rate were increased 51c per ton 
Chase & Company would be compelled to immediately 
establish facilities for transporting fertilizer in bulk 
in boats or barges from Jacksonville to Sanford, and 
on the same boats or barges would transport the ma- 
terials in bags, and that the Atlantic Coast Line Rail- 
road would thus lose a revenue of more than $20,- 
000.00 annually. It is the duty of the Commission to 
preserve the revenues of the carrier. 

In the Florida Fertilizer case, 151 I. C. C. 602, the 
Interstate Commerce Commission in refusing to order 
an increase in the Florida intrastate rates on fertili- 
zer said : 

"Furthermore it is not certain that if the Flor- 
ida intrastate rates were increased to the inter- 
state level additional revenue would accrue to the 
carriers, for if the prophecies of the interior 
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plants and of the Florida Commission are justi- 
fied, practically all shipments would be made from 
the ports with the result that the total charges 
would probably be no greater than they now are." 

This statement of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission was referred to by Chief Justice Hughes in 
writing the opinion in the case of Florida vs. U, S. 
282 U. S. 193—75 L. Ed. 291, when he stated : 

"The raising of rates does not necessarily in- 
crease revenue. It may in particular localities 
reduce revenue instead of increasing it by dis- 
couraging patronage." 

(See Note 1, to this case, page 303) . 
It is clear that while there may be potential dis- 
crimination against Tampa dealers in fertilizer, yet 
there is no actual discrimination, and such discrim- 
ination as exists is not unjust as contemplated by the 
law. The carriers base their case upon the fact that 
there is no water competition with respect to the 
handling of fertilizer materials in bulk, and, there- 
fore, the rate should be increased. 

The carriers contention that the rate on fertilizer 
materials in bags should remain the same because of 
the sole reason that water competition exists as to 
the handling of this fertilizer material in bags, and 
•that therefore there should be a lower rate on the 
transportation of fertilizer materials in bags, a more 
valuable product than fertilizer materials in bulk, is 
contrary to the law and contrary to all theories of 
rate making. The statute provides that when a rate 
has been reduced by reason of water competition it 
cannot be increased unless changed condition appear 
other than the elimination of water competition. The 
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general theory of rate making is that the more valu- 
able commodity can bear a greater rate. 

It is also clear that the fertilizer plant of Chase & 
Company was built up and its business has greatly 
increased by reason of this water depressed rate, and 
that a large sum of money was invested in this plant 
in the expectation that as long as the St. Johns river 
remains as a navigable waterway that these rates 
would be continued, and that an increase of 51c per 
ton on fertilizer materials in bulk would either re- 
sult in a great loss to this company, or that it would 
be forced to ship all of its fertilizer materials by water 
and thus reduce the revenues of the carriers to' a great 
extent. 

For these reasons the Commission is of the opinion 
that this petition must be DENIED. 

A proper order will be entered.

AND THE CARRIERS, PARTIES TO THIS 
COMPLAINT, ARE ORDERED AND REQUIR- 
ED TO APPLY TO SHIPMENTS OUT OF 
THIS WAREHOUSE DESTINED TO POINTS 
IN THE STATE OF FLORIDA INTRA- 
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STATE RATES UNLESS IT AFFIRMATIVE- 
LY APPEARS FROM THE CONTINUITY OF 
MOVEMENT OP SUCH SHIPMENTS AND 
OTHER CHARACTERISTICS THAT SUCH 
SHIPMENTS ARE INTERSTATE.

OPINION 

BEFORE THE RAILROAD COMMISSION 
OF THE STATE OF FLORIDA 

LEE TERMINAL & WAREHOUSE CORPORATION, 

VS. 

ATLANTIC COAST LINE RAILROAD COMPANY 
AND SEABOARD AIR LINE RAILWAY. 

COMPLAINT 

Lee Terminal & Warehouse Corporation filed its 
formal written complaint with this Commission 
against the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company 
and Seaboard Air Line Railway alleging that it is the 
practice of the said rail carriers to charge interstate 
rates on shipments moving from stock in the com- 
plainant's warehouse to various interior Florida desti- 
nations on the ground that the warehouse of com- 
plainant is a water front warehouse and that ship- 
ments arriving by water and subsequently stored in 
complainant's warehouse and subsequently shipped to 
various interior points are in reality interstate ship- 
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ments upon which the interstate rates should be as- 
sessed. That the complainant asserts that its ware- 
house is not a water front warehouse and that its 
shipments are not made from shipside, and that de- 
fendant's practice of charging interstate rates on com- 
plainant's shipments is an arbitrary one, and com- 
plainant prays that defendant be ordered to cease and 
desist from such practice and be required to charge 
intrastate rates on future shipments of complainant, 
but the complainant alleges in its complaint that the 
matters in dispute arise solely incident to the ques- 
tion of whether complainant's warehouse is indeed a 
water front warehouse. Complainant asserts further 
that in its judgment there only remains to be deter- 
mined a question of fact rather than of law. 

After due notice to the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad 
Company and L. R. Powell, Jr., and E. W. Smith, Re- 
ceivers of Seaboard Air Line Railway Company, and 
to all other interested parties a hearing was had on 
this complaint on June 23, 1932, at the Hearing Room 
of the Commission. 

The respondents, Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Com- 
pany and L. R, Powell, Jr., and E. W. Smith, Receiv- 
ers of Seaboard Air Line Railway Company, filed a 
joint answer to the complaint in which they denied 
that the warehouse of complainant is not a water front 
warehouse under the general and usually accepted use 
of such term. 

The Tampa Chamber of Commerce and Tampa 
Traffic Association were allowed to intervene in said 
matter on behalf of the complainant. 

The Lee Terminal & Warehouse Corporation is a 
Florida corporation and owns a six story reinforced 
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concrete and brick building located on Ellamae Avenue 
between Twelfth Street and Meridian Street in Tam- 
pa, Florida. That prior to June 12, 1929, the proper- 
ty upon which this building stood extended to the 
water and abutted on the water front. That prior to 
this time the Lee Terminal & Warehouse Corporation 
advertised its warehouse as being located on the water- 
front but since such date has not used the advertising 
folder describing its warehouse as a water front 
warehouse by reason of the fact that on said June 12, 
1929, the Lee Terminal & Warehouse Corporation 
conveyed the fee simple title tb all of its water front 
property lying between the lot upon which said build- 
ing is erected and the water front to A. H. Bull & 
Company, and now exercises no right of ownership 
over said property. That a blue print showing the 
location of such property with reference to surround- 
ing property and the water front indicates that the 
warehouse of the Lee Terminal & Warehouse Corpora- 
tion is situated in the northeast corner of a lot of land 
formerly owned by Lee Terminal & Warehouse Cor- 
poration measuring 529.50 feet north and south and 
279.35 feet east and west, and that said warehouse is 
a six story reinforced concrete and brick building 
measuring 127.65 feet by 97.45 feet. That there in- 
tervenes between said warehouse and the water front 
a right-of-way reserved for the Atlantic Coast Line 
Railroad 13 feet wide; a right-of-way and track of 
the Seaboard Air Line Railway 13 feet wide; a one 
story corrugated metal shed of A. H. Bull & Company ; 
another track of the Seaboard Air Line Railway 
and then the wharf leading to the water; the dis- 
tance between such six story warehouse building of 
the Lee Terminal & Warehouse Corporation and 
the water line being about 180 feet That ihere 
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was a driveway reserved for the use of the Lee 
Terminal & Warehouse Corporation on the east 
side of its building of 25.2 feet. 

The evidence further shows that when a steamer 
discharges freight at the wharf consigned to Lee Ter- 
minal & Warehouse Corporation that sometimes this 
freight is loaded: on trucks and hauled to the ware- 
house of the said Lee Terminal & Warehouse Corpora- 
tion and at other times it is hand-trucked over the 
wharf through the building of A. H. Bull & Company 
into the warehouse of the Lee Terminal & Warehouse 
Corporation. That the movement of the freight from 
the ship is a continuous movement from the shipside 
to the warehouse of Lee Terminal & Warehouse Cor- 
poration. 

Exhibit No. 6, introduced by the respondents is a 
publication revised on May 1st, 1930, prepared by 
the Board of Engineers for Rivers and Harbors, War 
Department, and is entitled "The Ports of Miami and 
Tampa, Florida, Port Series No. 8, Part 2." In this 
publication on page No. 77, Lee Terminal Company is 
shown under Head No. 19, and the map indicates that 
it is located on the water front. The building desig- 
nated under No. 19 above mentioned is the warehouse 
of the Lee Terminal & Warehouse Corporation and 
this government publication describes it as being a 
transit shed pier. 

It is generally considered that a warehouse is a 
water front facility if it is so arranged that freight 
stored in it is in reach of ship's tackle, and delivery 
within that distance of ship's tackle being considered 
as delivery at shipside. Some water front warehouses 
are equipped with overhead trolley system by means 
of which the traffic is conveyed to the ship. Gener- 
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ally, however, the warehouse must own or control in- 
tervening property between it and shipside unless the 
warehouse itself is immediately on the wharf leading 
to the water front. As waa said by a witness for the 
complainant : 

"My conception of a water front warehouse 
would be a warehouse on a water front or near 
the water front and where the owner of the ware- 
house company has control of the water front 
dock." 

There was much testimony as to the nature of cer- 
tain shipments that come into the warehouse of the 
Lee Terminal & Warehouse Corporation and the sub- 
sequent disposition of these shipments. This evidence 
was admitted in order that the Commission might 
know to what use this warehouse is put and what the 
general nature of the shipments that enter the ware- 
house is. 

Whether or not this warehouse is a water front 
warehouse could not determine the question of proper 
application of rates to the traffic moving out of said 
warehouse. When certain commodities which are 
transported in bulk come into a warehouse over the 
dock whether the subsequent movement of such prod- 
ucts from the receiving point (the warehouse) in the 
State to other points in the State are movements in 
interstate or intrastate commerce must be determined 
by the essential character of the commerce and not by 
the billing or forms of contract. Other questions 
that would be necessary to consider are — whether ac- 
tual transportation of the products cease when re- 
ceived into the warehouse; whether having been 
placed in the warehouse it is withdrawn from the car- 
rier which transported it to Florida and that subse- 
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quent movement was the result of new contracts of 
carriage; and whether such time of such subsequent 
movement is indefinite and dependent upon the con- 
venience and the pleasure of the owners of the proper- 
ty ; and whether an indeterminate quantity of the 
products brought into the warehouse in any one ship- 
ment to Florida may be disposed of to persons other 
than those for whom the particular shipment was 
originally intended. 

STATE OF FLORIDA vs. S. A. L. RAILWAY, 92 
FLA. 63. 

The essential character of the commerce must be 
determined by the investigation of various elements 
or properties. 

The transportation of products moving in inter- 
state commerce is often interrupted, but if the inter- 
ruptions are only to promote the safe or convenient 
transit then the continuity of the interstate trip is not 
broken. The doubt in these cases arise when there 
are interruptions in the journey and; when the proper- 
ty in its transportation is under the complete control 
of the owner during the passage. The continuity of 
transit is to be determined by a consideration of the 
various factors of the situation. Chief among these are 
— the intention of the owner, the control he retains to 
change destination, the agency by which the transfer 
is affected, the actual continuity of the transporta- 
tion, and the occasion or purpose of the interruption. 

CHAMPLAIN REALTY COMPANY vs. TOWN 
OF BRADDLEBORO, 260 U. S. 366 ; 67 L. Ed. 309. 

The Commission is of the opinion- that the ware- 
house of the Lee Terminal & Warehouse Corporation 
described herein is not a water front warehouse. The 
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Commission does not attempt to decide in this case 
what rates should apply to all shipments out of this 
warehouse. It is its opinion, from the evidence intro- 
duced in this case, that the shipments out of this ware- 
house generally partake of an intrastate character and 
intrastate rates should apply unless it affirmatively 
appears from the continuity of movement of the ship- 
ment and other characteristica that the shipment is 
interstate. 

An appropriate order will issue.
